District Whitman returned 


from Albany last night following a con- 
ference there with Gov. Dix and Attorney 
General Carmody and announced that he 
was now convinced that he would not be 
interfered with in his investigation into 
the affairs of the Carnegie Trust Com- | 
pany. On Monday morning next he will 


appear before the Grana Jury and ask for 
the indictment of several officials of the 
Carnegie Trust, who are believed to be 
responsible for the wrecking of that in- 
stitution. 

Had it not been for a letter written to 
Mr. Whitman by Gov. Dix on Tuesday last 
requesting that the District Attorney con- 
fer with Attorney General Carmody re- 
garding the Carnegie Trust matter, Mr. 
Whitman would have taken the case be- 
fore the Grand Jury on Wednesdey morn- 
ing. 

This letter was delivered to Mr. Whit- 
man, not through the mails, but by Ste- 
phen C. Baldwin, a Brooklyn lawyer, who 
is personal counsel for William J. Cum- 
mins, President of the Carnegie Trust 
Company; Joseph B. Reichmann, a Di- 
rector; City Chamberlain Charles H. 
Hyde, and Mayor Gaynor. 

The Governor's letter was not intrusted 
to Mr. Baldwin by ‘Gov. Dix. It was 
handed, unsealed, by Gov. Dix to Charles 
A. Collin, a lew partner of John B. 
Stanchfield, who is also a Director in the 
trust company. 

The letter reached Mr. Whitman's hands 
at 11 o’clock Tuesday night, less than 
twelve hours before Mr. Whitman was to 
have presented the Carnegi¢é case to the 
Grand Jury and ask for indictments. It 
had the effect of delaying a criminal 
action in the case, for the District Attor- 
ney decided to follow the Governor's 
wishes and confer with the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

“Guess This Will Hold You.” 


District Attorney Whitman said last 
night, upon arriving here from Albany on 
the Empire State Express, that he had 
never seen Mr. Collin in his life. But Mr. 
‘Baldwin is an old friend of his. They 
call each other by their first names. : 

Mr. Whitman knew nothing of the Gov- 
ernor’s letter until Mr. Baldwin called 
alone at the District Attorney’s apart- 
ment in the Hotel Iroquois an hour be- 
fore midnight on Tuesday. He handed the 
unsealed jetter to Mr. Whitman, and efter 
the District Attorney had glanced through 
the message, Mr. Baldwin is said ot have 
smiled and remarked: 

‘‘Well, Charlie, you have made a good 
fight, but I guess this will hold you 
awhile.”’ 

The remark was made before Mr. Whit- 
ran had informed Mr. Baldwin of the 
contents of the letter. So the District 
Attorney’ is of the opinion that some one 
niust have had a fairly accurate idea of 
the contents of that unsealed message 
from the Governor. 

The District Attorney declined to dis- 
cuss this phase of the matter upon his 
arrival here last night. He contented 
himself with telling briefly of the deliv- 
ery of the letter, of his conferences with 
tov. Dix and AttornesGeneral Carmody, 
and announcing that™™his investigation 
would proceed without interference, 

‘*7 was asteunded when the letter was 
handed me by Mr. baldwin,” he said. 
“The Governor expressed surprise, 
that Mr. Baldwin should have delivered 
it. However, Gov. Dix told me to-day 
that his attitude had been entirely misun- 
derstood by the public and the press and 
that he had no intention of superseding 
me, and moreover that he would not 
allow Attorney General Carmody to inter- 
fere in any criminal prosecution that 
might ensue as a result Of the Investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the Carnegie Trust 
Company. The investigation will go on 
relentlessly, and it is fair to assume that 
there will be interesting developments be- 
fore very lone. There was nothing im- 
proper in =he Governor's request. The 
only peculiar thing was the manner in 
which it reached me.’’ 

Ths District Attorney said that the At- 
torney General, upon whom he called<be- 
fore seeing Gov. Dix, nzreed with him 
that he should be let alone in any crim- 
inal prosecutions that may arise from his 
inquiry into the Trust Company’s affairs. 
The Attorney General bad known nothing 
of the Governors letter to Mr. Whitman 
until after it was written, when Gov, 
Dix called Mr. Carmody up on the tele- 
phone and infcrmed him of the message.

The Governor's letter to District Attor- 
ney Whitman was as follows:

This was handed to Mr. Collin with the 
request that he hand it to Mr. Whitman 
on his arrival in New York. It was learned 
on good authority yesterday that Mr. 
Collin was met here l'uesday evening by 
Mr. Baldwin. The twe are said to have 
been seen together in the grill room of the 
liotel Belmont several] hours before Mr. 
Baldwin called at the Hotel Iroquois and 
was ushéred io Mr. Whitman's apart- 
ment. 

Just why Mr. Baldwin should have de- 
livered the letter he would not say ves- 
terday. As to why he should have met 
Mr. CoHin™on the latter's arrival here 
from Albany early last Tuesday evening 
Mr. Baldwin aiso refused to say. Mr. Col- 
lin himself was reticent on that point.

Friends Make a Rush for Him ‘atid 
Raise a Turmoil in Court. 


Cheers, which the presiding Judge tried 
in vain to check, broke: from the friends 
of the defendant when the jury in the 
trial of Patrolman Matthew J. McGrath, 
charged with shooting George Walker, 
returned a -verdict of not guilty last night 
in the County Court in Brooklyn. 

The scene was an exciting one. McGrath 
was literally mopbed by his sympathiz- 
ers, who overturned benches in their ef- 
forts to get near him, and carried him- off 
his feet. While Judge Dike hammered 
with his gavel, the court officers 
struggled vainly to restore order. The 
throng in the corridor took up the cheer- 
ing, and, to add to the excitement, Mrs. 
MeGrath, who was standing near the 
main entrance to the building, fainted 
when she heard that her husband had 
been acquitted, exclaiming: 

“Thank God for that! ’’ 

There was much contradictory testimony 
in the trial McGrath asserted that he 
had never met Walker until the night 
of the shooting, while Walker declared 
that he had known McGrath for a long 
time. Walker said that Mrs. McGrath 
was present when the shooting occurred, 
but she was not called as a witness. Mc- 
Grath insisted that he had taken Walker 
for a burglar, and if there was anything 
else behind the case, it did not come to 
light at the trial. 

Judge Dike ended his charge to the jury 
at 3:45 P. M..and at 9:15 o’clock last 
night the verdict was returned. When the 
Judge told McGrath that he was dis- 
charged the policeman grasped the hand 
of Foreman Dolph. A Catholic priest, an 
old friend of McGrath, pounced upon the 
freed athiete and then the other friends 
of the noli¢enian in court made a rush for 
him. W®Wx-Police Capt. Michael Smith,

corridor, crying: 
Thank God!’’

CHICAGO, March 9.—Chicago was shaken 
by a terrific explosion about 8:30 o’clock 
this evening. Windows were broken in de- 


and people rushed from the. hotels and 
theatres te the streets to learn the cause 
of the disturbance. 

While numerous reports were circulated 
about earthquake shocks and dynamite 
bombs, nothing definite was learned as 
to the cause of the explosion for fully 
half. an hour, when a call came by tele- 
graph and telephone from Kenosha, Wis., 
more than sixty miles distant, requesting 
that Coctors and nurses be sent at once 
to Pleasant Prairie, a small 
mites west of Kenosha, which was said to 
be almost entirely wiped out by the ex- 
plosiédn of the Laflin-Rand Powder Com- 
pany’s mills, 

Two shocks were felt. One was of such 
tremendous force that it shook South 
Bend, Ind., Michigan City, Ind., and Bel- 
videre, Ill., which is fifty miles west of 
Chicago. The telegraph and telephone 
companies notified the train dispatcher at 
the "Northwestern Railroad station, and 
arrangements were soon under way for a 
Special train to carry ~>hysicians and 
hursés and reporters to the scene of the 
accident. 

Every resident of Kenosha owning an 
automobile was pressed into service and 
carried doctors, helpers. and surgical] sup- 
plies to the stricken village. 

The special relief train on the North 
Western Road left at 10:30 P. M., and ar- 
rived at Kenosha about midnight, mak- 
ing the run in 1% hours. It was neces- 
sary to take automobiles at this point 
to reach Pleasant Prairie. 

The first arrivais from Kenosha found 
the town in @ panic. The inhabitants had 
retreated to the outskirts of the town 
owing to the fierce conflagration which 
was raging at the site of the powder 
mills, two of which had been blown up. 
Further explosions were expected at any 
moment. One-half of the village was in 
ruins.. The financial loss’ was roughly es- 
timated by one of the officials at $1,500;- 


|) Kenosha about-l® Pi -M.,-and the wires 
which were broken down by the force of 
the explosion were restored, and the ser- 
vice renewed. 

It was said that seventeen men were 
at work in the buildings at the time of 
the explosion, Of this number twelve 
have been accounted for. A rough esti- 
mate places the number of those who 
lost their lives at forty, but this list may 
be greatly increased owing to the terri- 
ble injuries received by persons who were 
crushed in the ruins of three homes. The 


pepeetion of the village numbered only 
ayy. 

Reports of seismograph disturbances are 
being received from Cleveland. St. Louis, 
and other distant points. ' 

Almost simultaneously with the first 
shock felt in Chicago a building of the 
Jonn M. Smyth Company, at West Madi- 
son and Union Streets, was almost de- 
siroyed by an explosion. The cause of 
this explosion is believed to have resulted 
in some way from the other explosions.

MICHIGAN CITY, Inds March 9.—This 
city was shaken to-night by two severe 
and distinct shocks: at 8:25 and 8:30 
o'clock. Plate glass windows were 
wrecked in practically every building in 
the city. Families rushed into the streets 
and meetings in churches and picture 
theatres were unceremoniously broken up. 

Among the business houses suffering 
damage are the Merchants’ National Bank, 
the entire glass front of which wes 
wrecked; the Empire Buffet, Vienna Cafe, 
L. G. Paul, furniture and piano store; 
New York Suit and Cloak store, Inde- 
pendent Five and Ten Cent store; BE. M. 
Moran, drug store, and a score of others 
away from the downtown business sec- 
tion. 

Auocked in cells many of the 1,200 in- 
mates of the State Prison here, who had 
retired for the night, were rolled out of 
their bunks by the shocks. 

It was later learned that the shocks 
wére caused by explosions in powder 
mills at Fleasant Prairie. Wis.

FOUNDERS ABANDON 
THE NEW THEATRE 


Admit it Is Not Suited for Class 
of Dramatic Performances 
They Contemplated. 











TO BUILD SMALLER HOUSE 





Pian to Establish a Guaranty Fund 
Like That of Similar Theatres in Eu- 
rope—May Send Company on Tour. 





; Following a meeting of the founders of 
The New Theatre yesterday afternoon at 
the Wome of William K. Vanderbilt. at 660 
Fifth Avenue, it was officially announced 
last night that the founders had decided 
to abandon The New Theatre as a place 
for dramatic productions, but that they 
intended to keep alive what they termed 
The New Theatre movement. 

It was stated that experience had shown 
that the present ~“laborate .puilding is not 
suited for the class of dramatic perform- 
ances contemplated by the founders, but 
having faith in their plan the founders in- 
tend to begin immediately to build ‘‘ upon 
a site conveniently accessible to all class- 
es of theatregoers’’ another theatre of 
moderate size where a stock company can 


Cal plays chosen primarily for their artise 
tic merit. 

In order that the new venture may be 
independent of immediate commercial suc- 
céss it is planned to establish a guaranty 
fund along the lines of the subsidy by 
which similar theatres are supported in 
Europe. Subscribers to seats in the pres- 
ent theatre will be asked, it is stated, 
to continue their subscriptions to seats 
and boxes in the new building, but under 
a somewhat different arrangement. It 
is stated that the new building may be 
ready by the Fall of 1912, And that the 
present company of players may be con- 
tinued as an organization, to be sent on 
tour under the direction of Winthrop 
Ames in a séléction of plays frem the 
present repertory. . 

The founders state that they hope to 
co-operates with the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, so that the New Theatre bufld- 


ing, instead of, being demolished, shall 
heuse certain operas that require a smaller 
auditorium than that of the Metropolitan 
Opera House. Until some arrangement 
of this nature is made, however, it is 
planned to lease the building for the 
coming year for “ dramatic productions of 
a character suited to the building.” 


The Founders’ Statement. 


The announcement was in the form ofa 
statement as coming from the founders 
of The New Theatre and was given out 
at the home of Paul D. Cravath, 107 East 
Thirty-ninth Street, by Mr. Cravath’s sec- 
retary. It is as follows: 

“The founders of The New Theatre 
have no thought of abandoning The New 
Theatre movement. The experience of 
the last two years has demonstrated that 
the present building, although designed 
under the advice of a leading theatricai 
expert, 1s not suited for the class of dra- 
matic performances contemplated by the 
founders. Production of such scale as 
‘The Biue Bird’ and * The Piper’ would 
undoubtedly have filled the theatre for 
the entire season; but the founders have 
been unwillfng to Iimit the performances 
to plays of that class, meritorious as they 
are, because the aims of the enterprise 
and the claims of box-owners and sub- 
scribers have called for a wider range of 
productions. Although during the two 
seasons now closing The New Theatre 
has been more liberally supported than 
any other theatre in New York devoted 
exclusively to dramatic productions, the 
founders have been compelled to reach a 
conclusion adverse to the continued use 
of the present building as the home of the 
enterprise. 

“The Founders firmly maintain their 
belief in the mission and purpose of The 
New Theatre, and in order to thoroughly 
test the soundness of ‘their belief and 
the willingness of the people of New 
York to lend their co-operation they will 
immediately proceed to erect upon a site 
eonvenientivy accessible to all classes of 
theatregoers a theatre of moderate size 
especially adapted to the production by 
a stock compayy of a repertory of mod- 
ern and classical plays, chosen primarily 
for their artistic merit. To enable the 
enterprise to be independent of imme- 
diate commercial success, the Founders 
will provide for a term of years a guar- 
anty fund, which will correspond to the 
subsidy by which theatres with similar 
aspirations are supported in most of the 
capitals of ren 

‘“*An opportunity will be afforded to 
subscribers for boxes and seatS in the 
present New Theatre to continue as sub- 
scribers to the performances in the new 
~ilding under an arrangement which 
will permit greater latitude in the dis- 
tribution of productions than is possible 
under the present arrangement. % 


‘Plans are under discussion for main- 
taining the present company of players 
as an organization, to the end that, with 
such changes in the personnel as may be 
deemed advantageous, it may appear in 
me new home a year from the coming 
Fall. During the season of 1911-12 it 
may be sent on tour, under the direction 
of Winthrop Ames, in @ gelection of plays 
from the present repeMory, possibly play- 
ing for a few weeks? WNew York. 

“Tt is the hope of the founders that in 
co-operation with the Metropolitan Opera 
Company the present New Theatre build- 
ing will eventually become the home for 
the production of such operas as require 
for their most effective presentation a 
smaller auditorium than the Metropolitan 
Opera House—a:- purpose for which the 
building is admirably adapted. As no def- 
inite arrangements to that end are in \|m-

| No information could be obtained re- 
garding the proposed site of the new the- 
atre. Mr. Cravath’s seeretary said it was 
too early as yet to discuss that phase of 
the situation. At the meeting at Mr. 
Vanderbilt's house it was said that all 
the founders were present and that all 
were in accord in regard to abandoning 
the magnificent structure on Central Park 
West as well as in determining to carry 
on the movement of giving high-class 
drama somewhere else in the city.

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FOUR BURIED UNDER 
WRECK OF A BUILDING

Engine and Concrete Mixer Fall 
Eight Stories, Carrying Floors 
and Workmen Down. 








COMRADES COULD NOT AID 





Brother Swept from Brother’s Side, 
Vainly Grasping at Him with Out- 
stretched Arm—Digging for Victims. 





A roar of sound, increasing in volume 





until it ended in a tremendous crash, re- 
verberated at 6:30 o’clock last night 
through the canyon of brownstone dwell- 
ings and high stone apartment houses 
which is Bighty-seventh Street between 
Fifth and Madison Avenues. Before the 
last echo of the crash had been merged 
into the hiss of escaping steam, which 
quickly predominated over the other 
noises that filled the street, throngs of 
men, women, and children were rushing, 
half apprehensive, hajf eager, to the steel 
and concrete structure at 12, 14, and 16 
Mast Eighty-seventh Street, which pres- 
ently will be an eight-story apartment 
hotel. The building adjoins the home of 
Bradley. Martin, Jr., and is diagonally 
opposite that of Henry Phipps. 

From the uncompleted pile terrified 
workmen fled into the street, screaming 
as they ran that four of their number 
werag buried below the street surface, be- 
‘neath a mass of twisted steel and broken 
tile and concrete that had formed the 
flooring of the eight stories above the 
street. Rearing up from the basement 
excavation was a rough pile of débris 
from which the dust of broken plaster and 
concrete still rose slowly. In the midst of 
it was a donkey engine and a concrete 
mixer which a few moments before had 


rested on the top—the eighth—floor, neg- 
lected until work should be resumed to- 


ay. 

What caused the flooring suddenly to 
give wav and precipitate the heavy engine 
and mixer down through eight floors none 
of the workmen who had been busy on the 
building on a night shift could tell, but 
they did know that beneath the mass lay 
four companions. 

At 1:30 o’clock this morning rescuers 
who had been at work all pignt uncovered 
ithe htad and shoulders of one victim. 
The man was dead and crushed beyond 
recognition. , . date 


Brother Under the Wreck. 


Foremost among the men who fled from 
the building in fear that other parts of 
it would crash upon them in a moment 
more was Salvatore Saminaro, a laborer, 
whose home is at 390 East 107th Street. 


Behind him his companions pushed and 
shoved in efforts to reach the open. Once 
there they scattered in panic toward 
Fifth Avenue and toward Madison Ave-. 
nue, intent only on putting a safe dis- 
tance between themselves and the build-. 

Once on the sidewalk, Salvatore turned, 
however, and, striking right and left, he 
fought his way back tow®erd the base- 
ment vf the building, calling maledictions 
on the heads of those who intruded in his 
way. Tears streamed down his cheeks, 
and he sobbed repeatedly: 

‘*My brother! My brother! ”’ 

One man alone turned and followed Sal- 
vatore. He was Salvatore Russo, @ 
neighbor, who lives at 245 Bast 106th 
Street. Behind the grief-stricken man, 
he plunged into the basement, where the 
pile of débris was settling slowly, giving 
eff a stifling cloud of white dust. To- 
ward the foot of this pile the two men 
sprang, and with bare hands began pull- 
ing and hauling at the jagged — of 
conerete, the broken bits of tiling, and 
the twisted bars of steel, girders, or parts 
of the concerte reinforcement. 

“There are four men under here,”’ 
shouted Russo, in Italian, while Salva- 
tore, erying hysterically,, cried again and 
again: ‘‘ My brother!” 

in the excited throng that surrounded 
the building there seemed none to go to 
the aid of the two men, working desper- 
ately at the lofty pile of débris. Men and 
women stood in frightened = surprise, 
scarcely grasping, since they could not 
understand Russo, what had happened. 

Across the street, however, Chief Dough- 
erty of the Tenth Battalion of the Fire 
Department, had heard the crash and 
witnessed the final fall of the cngine and 
mixer, as he entered his home, 15 East 
Eighty-seventh Street. 

The Chief ran to the corner of Madison 
Avenue and turned in a fire alarm. Then 
he ran back to the building and sprang 
into the basement with Salvatore and 
Russo. With bare hands, which already 
were bleeding, the men had made prac- 
tically no progress against the huge pile 
of débris, and Dougherty tried to explain 
to them that help was cofming.’ 

Aid for Bare-Handed Diggers. 

The clanging of gongs presently an- 
nounced that it was at hand, and the 
crews of Trucks 13 and 89, under Capts. 
Tierhan and King, leaped down into the 
basement with axes and crowbars, to fol- 
low the curt orders of Chief Dougherty, 
who told them simply: 

‘‘Dig for all you're 
four men under there.”’ 

The firemen turned to. Many men in 
the watching crowd, realizing at last 
what had happened, seized extra_crowbars 
and joined them. Policeman Kuhne of 
the East Bighty-elahth Street Station, 
who had heard the crash from a block 
away, came up on the run, only to turn 
back to a telephone and notify Police 
Headquarters. 

Presently Inspector Titus and Capt. 
Martens of the Bast Fighty-eighth Street 
Station, with all the reserves, ran to the 
street. Fire lines were stretched across 
the street at Fifth Avenue and at Madison 
Avenue, and the persons living in the 
block were sent into their homes. There | 
was fear that other parts of the building 
might crash earthward at any Instant. 
Inspector Titus, his police posted proper- 
ly, made for a telephone and notified the

The call brought Alfred Ludwig, Chief 
Inspector and Acting Superintendent of 
the Building Department, the building 
with a wrecking crew of forty men. These 
men were equipped with all the parapher- 
nalia needed to work at the pile of débris, 
and they set to work with the firemen and 
the volunteers. 

With more than sixty men tearing at it 
the heap of débris began slowly to de- 
erease ih size. With the faint hope that 
the men still might possibly be alive be- 
neath the tons of stuff that buried them, 
Inspector Titus i ea to the Presby- 
terian Hospital for two ambulances. Dr. 
Terry and Dr. Freeman cameé at once, but 
there was nothing for them to do but sit 
in their ambulances, and hope, with the 
rest of the throng, that by some miracle 
the buried men might be alive. Fathers 
McKean and Delaney of the Church of 
Our Lady of Good Counsel, at’ Ninetieth 
Street and Third Avenue, also went to the 
building. They remained there through- 
out the night. 


Couldn't Reach the Victims. 


Rapidly as the rescuers worked, it soon 
became apparent that if the victims were 
buried at the bottom of the heap they 
could not be reached before morning. 
Aside from the donkey engine and the 
concrete mixers, both heavy pieces of 
machinery, the pile of débris contained 
many tons of concrete and steel. Mingled 
with this stuff was broken scaffolding 
and plaster. In the heap lay the remains 
of sections. of eight floors, each about 
twenty by sixty feet. 

Though broken by the fall, these sec- 
tions had split, not into small pieces, 
but into jagged hunks of metal and con- 
eréte held together by the reinforcements 
of iron which ran through the concrete.

sounding each other as to the desirability 
of making representations to the United 
States at an early date. At any rate, the 
matter was put up to the Administration 
in such a way as to call for the quickest 
sort of action. The necessity for this 
speed of -mobilization was seized upon 
by the War Department as a Heaven-sent 
opportunity to answer critics both in and 
out of Congress, and that interpretation 
was put upon the movement. 

“There was little doubt. in the minds 
of these officials that the true meaning 
of the manoeuvres soun would be known 
and the logical interpretation so quickly 
put upon the movement of the troops un- 
questionably disconcerted the Administra- 
tion officials from President Taft down. 

“The Washington Government unex- 
pectedly found itself confronted by the 
necessity of throwing an army along the 
border line of Mexico to stop the source 
of supply to the revolutionists and to be 
in a position to invade Mexico .at a mo- 
ment’s notice in the event of the death of 
President Diaz or any other untoward 
circumstance which might precipitate 
general fighting or rioting. 


Monroe Doctrine Endangered. 


“It was represented at the State De- 
partment that the United States must act, 
and act quickly, if the Monroe Doctrine 
‘was to be maintained. Foreign interests 
in Mexico naturally look to the United 
States for protection under the doctrine. 
The foreign interests in the republic, how- 
ever, are not to be compared with the 
American capital invested there, so, after 
all, the move to bring about more tran- 
quil conditions in Mexico has to do prin- 
cipally with Americans and American in- 
terests. 

‘Just what part the Diaz Government 
has played in recent events has not yet 
been disclosed. From timg to time protests 
have been made to Washington regard- 
ing the violation of the neutrality laws 
along the border. Such protests, however, 
would not ordinarly call out such a force 
as has been rushed toward Texas and the 
Mexican frontier during the past forty- 
aight hours. It is considered probable 
that the Mexican Government has indi- 
cated to European powers its inability to 
put an end to the disorders so long as 
succor was given to the _ revolutionist 
forces in the United States. 

‘‘ Whatever the inner diplomatic moves 
may have been, there is no longer any 
purpose on the part of the Administration 
to cloak the movement of troops with 
mystery. 

‘The Mexican Government, whether it 
asked help of this Government or not, 
has been given the greatest assistance it 
could have possibly desired. The official 
note from ‘Washington made public in 
Mexico City last night assuring President 
Diaz that there was nothing in the move- 
ment of troops that could cause uneasi-. 
ness on the part of the Mexican Govern- 
ment was more than justified by the ad- 
mission made to-day. 

‘‘There is no telling at this time how 


frontier will have to remain there. It 
will not be withdrawn until the revolu- 
tion has been crushed out and until con- 
ditions in Mexico are much more stable 
than they now are believed to be. The 
situation in Lower California is said to 
have caused more concern to the United 
States than at any other point. It was re- 
ported that the revolutionists were ex- 
ceptionally strong there and threatened 
to set up a Government independent of 
either that of President Diaz or of the 
revolutionists under Madero to the east.

GALVESTON, Texas, March 9.—A sig- 
nificant feature of the examination of a 
large number of civilians who are being 
engaged by the army here as teamsters, 
blacksmiths, cooks, and watchmen is the 
qualification exacted that they shall be 
prepared to go anywhere in this or any 
foreign country and to travel by land or 
by sea. More than 300 civilians are being 
engaged by the month for this service. 

This strengthens the conviction here 
that the mobilization of three regiments 
of coast artillery as infantrymen at Gal- 
vesten is to have them ready to embark 
here for Mexican ports. Another circum- 
stance which seems to show that the 
manoeuvres mean something more than 
manoeuvres is the receipt here of private 
but authoritative advices that Gen. Diaz's 
physical condition is critical A pri- 
vate cable to-day declares that President 
Diaz’s physical condition is extremely 
alarming. 

The first company to reach Fort Crock- 
ett and go into camp here to-day was 
the One Hundred and Sixty-fourth Com- 
pany of Coast Artillery, from Jackson 
Barracks, below New Orleans, Capt. H. 
C. Merriam and 109 men. They carried a 
complete field equipment, with ambulance 
and wagon and eight mules. This com- 
pany arrived by special train of six cars, 
and was in camp within forty-five min- 
utes after disembarking on the reserva- 
tion. Complaints were made about the 
bad railroad service and the lack of 
sleepers. Three sleepers had been en- 
gaged forty-eight hours ahead, but the 
Southern Pacific furnished only day 
coaches, and these were accepted under 
protest. 

The men had to sit up all night, with- 
out the conveniences for heating food and 
coffee, which are furnished on sleeping 
cars and to cap the troubles the special 
troop train of six cars consumed twenty 
hours in making the run from New Or- 
leans. The regular passenger train 
schedule is i4 hours, inclu:ling all stops. 

The One Hundred and Sixty-fourth

pected to arrive during the night. 

Orders have been«given to a Chicago 
packing house to supply the camp with 
6,000 pounds ef beef daily and the new 
bakery at the fort is ready to turn out 
from 7,500 to 10,000 loaves of bread every 
day. Drinking water has been piped to 
the different regimental, grounds trom the 
post system.

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MEXIGO’S VIEW OF 
WAR MANORUVRES 


Smuggling of Arms Demands a 
Large Force Along Border, 
Says Vice Consul Esteva. 




















6,000 THERE INADEQUATE 








President Aliso, He Declares, Sought 
How Quickly | 
Troops Could Be Dispatched. 


to Demonstrate 





Sefior Manuel A. Esteva, the Mexican 
Vice Consul, with offices at 32 Broadway, 
made public late yesterday afternoon 
what is believed to be the most important 
etate facts so far revealed directly bear- 
ing on the purpose of the United States 
Government m sending 20,000 troops to 
the borders of Mexico. Sefior HDsteva had 
previously been in conference with Sefior 
José Yves Limantour at the Hotel Plaza. 

Going back to the first days of the pres- 
ent year, Sefior Esteva set forth a series 
of representations which, he says, his 
Government made to President Taft re- 
garding the open and wholly unchecked 
support which the people of this country 
were giving to the revolutionists. 

Whether these repeated and persistent 
representations from the Mexican State 
Department wearied President Taft, or 
finally convinced him of the justice of the 
Mexican attitude, the Vice Consul made 
no attempt to say. But from his and, he 
was sure, from the Mexican viewpoint, 
the conditions as presented to the United 
States Government filly warranted the 
present action which was so drastic, ap- 
parently, and came so unexpectedly, as 
to take the public of both Mexico and 
this country by surprise. 

Sefior HDsteva explained with emphasis 
that President Diaz was not dead, nor 
even ill, nor was there anywhere in Mex- 
ico a widespread or even considerable 
agitation for a new administration. 

* It is doubtless not known in the Unit- 
ed States,’’ Seftor Esteva said, ‘‘that at 
least one-half of the men now following 
Madero through the mountains of C 
huahua are American citizens. But the 
Mexican Government knows it, and has 
known it all along, and as early as Jan. 1. 
so informed the State Department at 
Washington. It is also not generally 
known that every pound of ammunition 
and every gun used by the Madero forces, 
almost every horse, and much of the pro- 
visions they consume are, and have 
been, carried across the border of this 
country into Mexico. But the Mexican 
Government has krown that, and long 
ago so informed President Taft. 

‘‘ When the firet representation of these 
facts was made to President Taft an in- 
creased number of soldiers were ordered 
to the Mexican border to enforce the neu- 
trality laws and put a stop to the whole- 
sale smuggling of arms, ammunition, and 
other supplies to the insurrectos, 

‘ This was early in January. But the 
situation did not improve materially. The 
smuggling went on, assisted by the vari- 
ous juntas, which have headquarters in 


various California and Texas cities. The 
troops, even though now augmented, were 
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apparently as inadequate as ever to en- 
force the requests. from the Mexican 
Government that no more smuggling be 
allowed, 

“Not a month passed before the Mex- 
ican Government again reported to Wash- 
ington that conditions in violation of the 
neutrality laws of toth countries were as 
bad as ever, if not worse. This had the 
effect of causing President Taft to order 
6,000 troops to the Mexican border, and 
trey have been there ever since. But it 
must be remembered that the border 
stretches 1,000 miles or more. and it has 
been shown that even these 6,000 men, 
with those who had previously been sent, 
have not been able to cut off Madero’s 
oegunee from this country. This, too, was 
but recently officially reported to Presi- 
fient Taft. 

‘We have known from the first that 
the insurrection would die of its own 
accord unless fed from this aide of the 
border. 

“What we of Mexico are sonvinced of 
now is that President Taft, after the last 
representations were made to him, and 
after he had heard from his own officers 
of the troops stationed on the border, 
came to realize, as we did, that smug- 
gling was almost as continuous ard un- 
checked as ever, and that nothing but a 


}very large force could put a stop to it. 


We are convinced that when he came te 
see the situation in that light he corm- 
sulted his military advisers. It was de- 
termined that this smuggling and sur- 
reptitiouely feeding of the enemies of Mex- 
ico by a friendly nation — to and 
must stop, cost what it might im nume- 
bers of troops and in money. 

‘‘We have reason to believe also that 
President Taft and his advisers argued 
that, as a large number of troops had to 
be sent, it would be wise to get some 
good out of the undertaking in the way 
of field practice for the army. For that 
reason—and it explains and dovetails with 
every step so far taken by either Nation— 
the Government decided to send 20,000 
troops instead of 10,000, which is proba- 
bly the actual number necessary to en- 
force the neutrality laws. I take it that 
while 10,000 of the troops are scattered 
aiong the border the remaining 10,000 
will be engaged in manoeuvres, as Presi- 
dent Taft has repeatedly assured our 
Government they would be. Doubtless 
when some sections of the army have 
concluded a series of manoeuvres, those 
sections or regiments will be sent to pe 
trol duty at points, where smuggling has 
been or can be carried on, while the men 
first on guard will receive the advantage 
of field movements.”’

Commissary General and His Agents 
Ready to*Supply the Forces at the 
Front with Necessary Provisions. 





WASHINGTON, March 9.—The scene 
of activity in connection with the move- 
ment of troops to the Mexican border 
has shifted now to the long line which 
they will eccupy, and Washington has 
become merely a place for the receipt of 
reports showing the progress of the units 
toward their places of rendezvous. Most 


some have already arrived. 

The extensiveness of the medical. ac- 
companiments to the army and navy in 
the movement southward adds to the sig- 
nificance of the operations. The hospital 
ship Solace, equipped as a floating in- 
firmary, will participate in the manoeu- 
vres. She will leave Guantanamo in a 
day or two for New York or Norfolk 
now in Cuban waters, and then will be 
fitted out as a medical supply ship, in ad- 
dition to her use as a hospital vessel, and 
sent to join the vessels of Admiral Staun- 
ton’s division of the Atlantic Fleet, or- 
dered to Guantanamo. 

The medical staff of the Prairie and 
Dixie, the vessels which have been select- 
ed to carry the large ferce of marines 
to Guantanamo, has been increased to 
meet adequately the needs of the in- 
creased personnel of the ships, On the 
Pscific side of the country the Buffalo ig 
receiving the marines which are being 
eellected from the barracks along that 
shore for transportation to San Diego, 
and Surgeon General Stokes has taken 
similar precautions for médical assistance 
to the marines on that vessel. 

Extensive preparations are being made 
likewise by Surgeon Gen. Torney of the 
army, to take Care from a medical stand- 
point for any length of time of the 20,- 
00 soidiers which ere being rushed to 
the frontier. 

A “reserve medical supply,”’ which con- 
tains medical supplies for 20,000 troops 
for three months, will be shipped from 
St. Louis for San Antonio te-morrow. Two 
base hospitals, which are the largest used 
by an army in the field. are being as- 
sembled at St. Louls, from which point 
they can be dispatched southward on tele- 
graphic notice. 

In addition to four field hospitals and 


four ambulance companies the Surgeon 
General is rushing to the ‘‘ front’? at San 
Antonio fourteen regimental hospitals and 
two evacuation hospitals. Adequate medi- 
cal and hospital facilities also are being 
made for the troops which will be sta- 
tioned at San Diego, Cal., and Galveston, 
Texas. 

lIpoen the isfuance of the orders to 
the troops to move to the frontier, Com- 
missary General Sharpe of the army, 
guickly igsued the necessary advices to 
the chief commissaries and purchasin 
commissaries in the field to provide fe 
the feeding of the vast array of troops, 
and, according to advices received at the 
War Department, comfortable arrange- 
ment have been made for the soldiers in 
this respect.

In connection with the mobilization of 
Federal troops for manoeuvre purposes, 
I am instructed by the Secretary ef War-to 
inform you that the department desires to 
extend to a limited number of officers 
of the organized militia an opportunity to 
attend these manoeuvres for purposes of 

‘ observation and instruction. With this end 

In view, it is requested that you furnish 
this office, at the earliest practieable date 
& list of names of officers, Line or staff of 
the organized militia of your State whom 
you recommend for such duty. giving the 
name of each officer, his Yank and arm 
of service, and the prdbable time that he 
will be able to report and to remain at the 
encampment. 

The department will consider this ser- 
vice as failing.within the provisions of See- 
tion 15 of the militia law, and, therefore, 
the pay and transportation of such officers 
will be defrayed by regular army dis- 
bursing officers from the special annual 
appropriation for joint manoeuvres. It ie 
requested that in presenting the names of 
these officers you will accompany the re- 
quest with an estimate wf their pay and 
transportation to the nearest manoeuvre 
camp. Inasmuch as the accommodations are 
limited, it will probably be necegsary to 
make selections from the lists presented. 
Information as to the officers selected bv 
the department for this service and the 
places to which they will report will be 
furnished later, after the lists have been 
received and acted upon.

All-Day Conferences Occupy 
Mexican Finance Minister 
at the Plaza. 








MAY BE DETAINED HERE 





Schiff, J. P. Morgan, Jr., and James 
Speyer Are Among His Callers 
——Criticises Newspapers, 





There was scarcely a break yesterday 
in the important conferences on the Mexi- 
ean situation, which began with the ar- 
rival-of Sefior José Yves Limantour, the 
Mexican Minister of Finance, on Tues- 
day evening. The conference was attend- 
ed by Sefior Limantour, the Mexican Am- 
bassador, Sefior F. L. de la Barra; Con- 
sul General Romero, Henry Lane Wilson, 
the American Ambassador to Mexico, and 
the principal representatives of nearly 
all the international banking houses here 
which have been engaged in financing 
Mexican enterprises. 

Scnor Limantour, the chief figure of 
these conferences, has not set foot ovt- 
side the Piaza Hotel since his. arrival. 
He has been to the lobby but once. His 
suite has been the scene of all the meet- 
ings. His Secretary and others cose :to 
him represent him ‘as almost over- 
whelmed with the matters of finance and 
state which have been brought to his 
attention since landing here on ihe very 
evening on which the orders for the move- 
ment of @roops towards Mexico were 
given. 

Before landing he told interviewers that 
he would be here only three or four days 


at most before proceeding South. He said 
yesterday he now had no programme out- 
side of the work now pressing upon him, 
and that he did not know when he would 
leave New York. The inference was that 
his departure would certainly not be for 
several days t) come, if it has not been 
indefinitely deferred. 

Among those who saw Sefior Limantour 
yesterday, besides Ambassador Wilson, 
were Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co.; J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr., Melville E. 
Stone, General Manager of The Associ- 
ated Press; Cecil Grenfell, M. P.; James 
Speyer of Speyer & Co., Walter T. Rosen, 
of Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., and 
Bradle Webster Palmer of Storey, 
Thorndyke, Palmer & Thayer of Boston, 
counsel for the international bankers who 
financed the National Railroad of Mex- 
ico, of which Seftor Limantour is one of 
the principal Directors. 

Senor Limantour would say nothin 
about the purpose of the visits of thes 
financiers. Most of the callers said they 
were old friends of the distinguished Mex- 
ican and.came to pay their respects. There 
was not one in the group, however, who 
had not been: closely identified with the 
investment of American capital in the 
southern republic. fs 

Ambassador Wilson called about 3:30 
o'clock, coming from the Waldorf-Astoria, 
where he had been stopping. He had to 
wait ten minutes before being admitted. 
When he came out he explained that he 
had not called officially, as he was not 
in charge of this country’s affairs just 
now, being on a leave of absence, He 
had received many courtesies from Sefor 
Limantour, he said, and had called out 
of courtesy. He was with the Me&ican 
Minister of Finance about twenty min- 
utes. He would not discuss what passed 
petween them. 

Another caller, outside the financial 
group, was George Nordenholt, a resident 
of New York, who is an intimate friend of 
Ramon Corral, Vice President of Mexico. 
He waited about two 4nd one-half hours 
before seeing Senor: Limantour. 

Commenting on the telegram sent by 
President Taft to the Mexican Govern- 
ment giving assurance that the movement 
of troops. South was not hostile to Mexico, 
Senor Limantour said: 

“The. communication from President 
Taft to President Diaz will, I am sure, 
be reassuring to my Government, and 
should be to my people, whe naturally 
have been greatiy disturbed by the sersa- 
tional statements which have been made 
by the press. I greatly regret the tone 
of many of the comments made, and also 
the number of false rumors gaily printed 
about Mexico. It is impossible for me 
to understand why sensational develop- 
ments should be expected with respect to 
two peoples whose relations «. 2 so well 
defined as those of Mexico and the Urjied 
States are, and who are’ living and for 
a long time have lived as such good 
neighbors.”’ 


AID TO CITY FINANCING. 


Two Bills In at Albany Easing the 
Sale of Corporate Stock.

ALBANY, March 9.—Two of Controller 
Prendergast’s financial measures were in- 
troduced in the Legislature to-day by 
Senator Robert F. Wagner in the Senate, 
and Assemblyman James A. Foley in the 
Assembly. These measures, in conjunc- 
tion with the Controller’s plan for the 
semi-annual collection of taxes, will be 
helpful both in financing the affairs of 
the city and in reducing the present large 
interest costs. 

The first bill provides for the sale of 
short-time notes, to be issued in anticipa- 
tion of the sale of corporate stock, and 
the second provides for the sale of cor- 
porate stock abroad when conditions 


justify. The effect of both bills should 
be to advance the price of city securities 
in the future. 

Among other measures introduced to- 
day were the following: 

Senator Bayne—Abolishing arrests aid 
imprisonments in actions, including those 
to recover damages for personal injury or 
injury to property, actions to recover 
money omproperty held or owned by the 
State for public interest, and actiong upon 
contract, except promises to marry.

$1,000,000 LOST IN FISH. 


River Pollution Costs State This Sum 
Each Year, Sportsmen Say.

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ELECTION INSPECTORS GUILTY 


Four Convicted of Fraud in Old First

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weight that a man could not lift them 
single handed, and they were placed so 
that the men who tried to aid one an- 
other simply got in their own way. 

Salvatore worked with the rest until 
his fingernails were split and torn to 
the quick and his hands were raw with 
bruises and cuts. At last, his strength ex- 
hausted, he crawled penind the stationary 
boiler, which rested still on the ground 
floor of the building, and wept, with his 
head ‘in his hands. Beside him, striving 
to cheer him with the hope that his 
brother might be still alive, sat Russo. 
But his efforts were fruitless. 

‘‘No, no,’’ cried Salvatore to all his 
ee * Nicofo is dead. saw him 
all.” 

To sympathizers who crowded around 
them the two men told how they had 
seen the accident happen and had es- 
caped themselves by little less than a 
mircle. With fourteen others, they had 
been at work on the second floor. Nicolo 
was one of this number, as were Antonio 
Sapardo of 217 East 106th Street, Vincent 
Navakowski of 329 East 117th Street, and 
Carlo Visca of 339 East 105th Street 

Many of the gang which composed the 
night shift and had only just come to 
work were busy on the western side of 
the building. Nicolo, with Sapardo Nava- 
kowski and Visea were at work near the 
east side. The whole gang was about galf 
way between the front and the rear of 
the structure. ‘ 

Suddenly there sounded a rumbling 
noise overhead; then a roar which each 
instant grew louder, while above their 
heads the building seemed rending itself 
apart. Everything happened in an in- 
stant. The men had no time to run, They 
stood transfixed with terror and then, 
down through the ceiling above their 
heads crashed a heavy mass of broken 
conerete and twisted steel. It allghted on 
the floor on wnich they stood with a force 
that ripped a large hole, although in the 
deafening roar from above this crash 
seemed inaudible. 

A section of flooring 20 by 60 feet, 
stretching from thé east wall almost 
into the middle of the building, dropped 
out Of sight into the story below. Nicolo, 
Sapardo, Navakowsk and Visca had been 
standing on the sectio nof the flooring 
which gave way. Nothing struck them 
from above, but the floor sank from be- 
neath their feet. As they felt them- 
selves going the mea screamed in terror 
and strove to rush to the solid section 
on which stood their companions, wild- 
eyed with horror, and powerless to help 
them. Nicolo thrust forth an arm clutch- 
ing wildly atthe air and his fingers 
closed on Salvatore’s arm. The brother 
tried to grasp him, but before he could 
get a grip Nicolo’s fingers slowly slipped 
from his arm and the man, with a cr 
of terror, dropped out of s ight. Wit 
him went Sapardo and Visca, 

What caused the accident could not be 
learned last night. The building is being 
erected by the Capitol & Realty Construc- 
tion Company. There was no one on the 
eighth floor, and Pietrowski & Konnop, 
the contractors, could not be found last 
night. The theory advanced by the po- 
lice was that the donkey engine and the 
concrete mixer had proved too heavy. for

It Was learfied that throughout: “the 
course of construction it had been the 
custom of the workmen to raise the don- 
key engine and mixer from floor to floor 
as fresh concrete was needed for. the 
walls and floors, tnstead of mixing the 
concrete on the street and hauling it up- 
ward. The cngine, however, received its 
steam from a boiler kept on the ground 
floor from which the steam was piped to 
the engine. n its fall the engine barely 
missed ‘this. boiler, which still had steam 
up and must have exploded had it been 
strucky 

Coroner Holtzhauser reached the build- 
ing shortly before midnight. After an 
investigation he said he thought the aeci- 
dent had been due to faulty construction, 
The Coroner, who is a former builder, 
said tha. the mew system of putting in 
concrete left t@o much to the girders, and 
he believed that when the weight of the 
donkey engine and the mixed had settled 
it forced the concrete down between its 
reinforcements, These, he said, were too 
far apart. 

The Coroner also examined the concrete 
and sald it appeared to him to be a very 
poor mixture and not up to the standard 
set by law.

It was one of 
these who refused to pay Stage Driver 
Davis at Hempstead more than fifty cents 
apiece for himseif and his wife for driv- 
ing him from the station to the Belmont 
garugée and back again in an open Sum- 
mer stage which let in all the Winter 
Hempstead breezes. 


Stage Driver Capitulates.

It weighs 16,000 pounds, and is four feet 
shorter than a regulation fire engine with 
the horses attached. 

Its formal test, at which twenty fire

States have promised to be present. will 
take place Thursday morning at 9 o'clock. 

Commissioner Waldo expressed himself 
as well pleased with the engine’s first 
performance. He said that while the 
cost was about $11,000, which is $4,500 
more than\the horse-drawn engine, it 
would still prove ecoromical, as_ the 
maintenanee of an engine’s three horses, 
with forage, blaankets, &c., amounts to 
over $2,000 a year, while the gasoline bill 
will not exceed $50. The-company build- 
ing the new engine has contracted to

ATLANTA, March 9.—Col, Roosevelt 
came to Atlanta to-day on what he has 


announced as his last speechmaking tour | 


and declared he had a “ bully time.”’’ He 
came as a citizen, but was easily the 
mcst conspicuous figure in a notable 
gathering of visitors to the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress. 

Great crowds greeted him everywhere 
and the epplause was generous and he 
liked it. 

“This is just fine,’’ he said when 
lcoked on the great crewd gathering to 
meet him at the terminal station this 
morning. ‘‘ This welcome makes me for- 
get.some things,’’ he continued. 

Mr. Roosevelt arrived in Atlanta at 10:20 
on the same train with Secretary of War 
Dickinson and John Barrett. Director 
General of the Pan-American Union. One 
of the first to shake Mr, Roosevelt's 
hand was James Wilson, Secretary of 
Agriculture, 

* Picased, indeed, to see you,’’ was the 
Colonel’s greeting. ‘‘If I can possibly 
find an opporturity I want to talk to you 
about the disused farms, I believe some 
peuple object to them being called aban- 
dened farms, but I would like to discuss 
lisused fa>me.”’ 

On his visit in the afternoon to the Cen- 


trat Avenue Methodist Church, where he 
addressed a gathering of negroes, a negro 


woman thrust a card into his hands read- °° * 


ing: ‘‘ Mrs, EK. C. Ford, 140 Howell Street, 
Atlanta, Ga.’’ 

‘**‘ Daddy Lea’s grand-niece!’”’ exclaimed 
Col. Roosevelt, and warmly shook her by 
the hand. ‘‘ Daddy Lea was one of the 
old servants at my mother’s home in Ros- 
well,’” he explained. 

There were theusands of negroes in and 
about the church, and Col. Roosevelt had 
trouble in getting through. His audienee 
showed the greatest enthusiasm. The 
need of technical education among tle 
negroes aS @ move toward the solution of 
the race problem in the South was the 
keynote of the Colonel's talk. He said 
the vast majority of the population of 
Georgia was engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, but that between 250,000 and 300,000 
of those were illiterate a unskillful la- 
borers, and as such coul@ hot hope to 
better their coridition or make themselves 
necessary to the white race. It was for 
this reason that he had taken such great 
interest in the agricultural colleges of the 
South, 

**It is the common school, not the high 
university,’’ he said, ‘‘ which is the 
foundation of American citizenship.’’ He 
warned his hearers that, while they had 
made pregress in bettering themselves, 
there was a vast distance for them to go 
before the work was finished, He de- 
clared that education had done much to 
help toward a removal of the obstacles ii: 
the way of the negro’s adtancement, as 
‘the educated negro is the best possible 
antiseptic against Jawlessness,’’

“There was not any conference in my 
house, nor did I attend any conference 
about the Carnegie Trust Company at 
all,’ replied the Mayor. ‘“ There is not a 
word of truth in it. The whole thing is 
made up.”’ 

Hyde’s Statement. 

City Chamberlajn Hyde returned from 
Albany at 7:45 o’elock last night.

Acted on His ‘Own Initiative Solely to 
Protect State’s Interests.

ALBANY, March 9.—District Attorney

@8 was stated in a morning paper, to be 


supsrseded by Attormey General Carmody ‘Did you receive @ telephone message 
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in the prosecution of officials and others 
alleged to have been implicated in finan- 
cial transactions resulting in the wreck- 
ing of the Carnegie Trust Company. 

Gov. Dtx sent a brief note to District 
Attorney Whitman asking him to confer 
with Attorney General Carmody regard- 
ing ‘‘the matters pertaining to the Car- 
negie Trust Corhnpany,” but he declares 
that there should be no mystery regard- 
ing the purpose he had in view. The Car- 
negie Trust Company is a depository for 
State funds. The banking institution at 
the present moment owes the State $130,- 
000. The Governor, according to a state- 
ment made by him this afternoon, was 
merely anxious that there should be co- 
operation between the District Attorney 
and the Attorney General, to the end that 
the State interests in the Carnegie Trust 
Company affairs should be safeguarded. 

As to the extraordinary and devious 
method of transmission chosen for get- 
ting the missive into the hands of Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman, it appears that 
the Governor had chosen as his messenger 
Charles A. Collin, a corporation attorney, 
whose activities—in an extra-Constitu- 
tional capacity—as counselor and drafter 
of legislative bills to the Governor has 
aroused a good deal of comment at the 
Capitol. Mr. Collin left the Capitol early 
on Tuesday afternoon with. the letter, un 
sealed. The letter was handed to District 
Attorney Whitman, unsealed, late on 
Tuesday night by Stephen C, Baldwin, a 
lawyer, who represents Willlam J, Cum- 
mins amd Joseph B. Reichman of the so- 
called Cummins 6yndicate, as well-as City 
Chamberlain Charles H. Hyde, the names 
of all of whom have been brought un- 
pleasantly inte the investigation ‘of the 
Carnegie Trust Company's affairs now 
being conducted by District Attorney 
Whitman. . 

Gov. Dix was asked this afternoon if 
in his opinion Mr. Collin had acted with 
propriety in leaving the open letter to 
be transmitted to Mr, hitman through 
the mediumeof a third person, an attorney 
representing parties interested in the case 
to which the communication had refer- 
ence.

SHEEHAN BOOM NEAR 
AN UTTER COLLAPSE 


Up-State Democrats Refuse to 
Pledge Their Votes to Him and 
Break Is Expected Soon. 








INSURGENTS SHY AT CAUCUS 





Fear Murphy Would Force Just as Ob 
jectionable a Candidate—Ambassa- 
dor Bryce Addresses Legislators. 





ALBANY, March 9.—With the Sheehan 
Senatorial boom taking on the outward 
signs of utter collapse, agents of Mr. Mur- 
phy’s candidate for successor to Chauncey 
|M. Depew were busy to-day lobby- 
ling on the floor of both the Sen- 
‘ate and the Assembly, but met with 
no success. The prediction at the Capitol 
| this evening, with the eighth week of the 
legislative deadlock drawing to a close, is 
that next week will see the elimination of 
Mr. Sheehan and the election of some one 
else as United States Senator. 

How much of a failure was the confer- 
ence of up-State Democrats who have 
been voting for Mr. Sheehan, which was 
held last night, became known only to- 
day, when it was learned that two resolu- 
tions designed to bind the members from 
the rural districts to the tottering for- 
tunes of Mr. Murphy’s candidate had been 
rejected. Qne of these proposals was 
made by Dr. Robert P. Busk of Elmira, 
who presented Mr. Sheehan’s tame to the 
joint caucus at which he wa ‘%tominated. 

Senator Bayne of Richmond, who, while 
he has supported William F. Sheehan 
ever since the caucus, has been induced 
to do so merely out of genuine loyalty 
to the caucus principle, got on the firing 
line the moment Dr, Bush’s proposal was 
made. He made a half hour speech 
which it is declared by some of those 


who attended the conference stemmed 
the Sheehan tide and led to the agree- 
ment on the non-eommittal declaration 
which was issued after the meeting. 
Prior to the meeting those who attended 
had been subjected to all sorts of pleas 
on the part of persons not members of 
the Legislature, who are doing the er- 
rands of Mr. Murphy’s candidate at the 
Capitol. 





Effect on Local Elections. 


At a meeting of the insurgents to-night 
Assemblyman Bridenbecker of Herkimer 
reported that the elections in his home 
town of Ilion which generally goes 250 
Republican had resulted in the election 
of Democratic town officials by a majority 
of more than 500. Advices which he had 
received from home ascribed this Dem- 
ocratic triumph to the attitude Mr. Brid- 
enbecker has taken in the Senatoria!} 
fight. 

The insurgents, with the results in 
Schoharie and other Democratic localities 
where Republican victories have resulted 
recently trom the subserviency of the 
local members in the Legislature to the 
dictates of Tammany Leader Charles F. 
Murphy fresh in mind, were naturally 
jubilant. 

It was learned to-day that many of the 
insurgents have been approached by 
emissaries from the organization, who 
have sounded them with reference to 
their willingness to enter another caucus, 
‘when Mr. Sheehan is eliminated.”’ 

‘There can be only one answer to that 





proposition,’’ said Senator Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, leader of the _ insurgents. 
‘“‘“Even if Mr. Sheehan is eliminated, we 
will not enter another caucus, for fear 
that Mr. Murphy will use the assured 
majority which he can control to thrust 
upon us some candidate just as objec- 
tionable as Mr. Sheehan.’’ 

Former Democratic State Chairman 
William J.,Conners of Buffalo stopped off 
to-day on his way from that city to Palm 
Beach, Fla.. where he is to resu'ne his 
interrupted Winter vacation.

Hear Ambassador Bryce. 

One feature of the joint session to-day 
was an address by Ambassador Bryce of 
Great Britain, who was here to speak at 
the University Club dinner, held this eve- 
ning. His speech naturally was of a non- 


Olitical nature, but the supporters of Mr. 
Sheehan secmed to take great comfort 
from the fact that in his-array of gener- 
alities he declared that this country had 
preserved from the spirit of the mother- 
land ‘‘a seise that the majority must 
prevail’ in order that the .community 
may be prosperous 2nd successful. 

When Mr. Eryce entered the Assembly 
Chamber, escorted by Commander De Kay, 
Military Secretary to the Governor, and 
proceeded to the rostrum, the members 
and throng of spectators arose and ap- 
plauded vigorously. 

Ambassador Bryce was introduced by 
Lieut. Gov. Conway as ‘one whose 
achievements in statesmanship, in litera- 
ture, and in all works make for the bet- 
ment of humanity.” 

As a member of the British House of 
Commons for twenty-eight years Mr. 
Bryce said he was entitled to have some 
ideas as to the delicacy and difficulty of 
the functions of legislators. It was the 
first time, he said, that he had had an 
opportunity of witnessing the procedure 
of balloting for a United States Senator. 

““T understand that you have been en- 
gaged already for some time,” he said, 
‘‘in voting to fulfill that high and grave 
function, and I am not surprised that it 
should take some time when I consider 
the extreme importance of the function 
and when I consider that you are to 
choose one of yourselves, a citizen of this 
State, to sit in the Senate of your mighty 
Republic beside that very able and dis- 
tinguished man who is now Senator from 
the State of New York.

“It is not wonderful that much care

FIRE CHIEF MAKES A SPEECH. 


It Took Him Only a Few Seconds, but 


Credit Men Cheered Four Minutes. 
Aside from the unannounced: but tri- 


umphal début of Fire Chief Croker as a 
pest-prandial vrator—he made it in four 
sentences, but with as many minutes of 
cheers and Chautauqua salutes thereafter 
—the most striking occurrence that. will 
g0 down into fire history in connection 
with the dinner of the Credit Men’s Asso- 
ciation at the Hotel Astor last night was 
the declaration made by State Supt. of 
Insurance William H. Hotchkiss that if 
he ‘“‘had Lloyds’ Loncon. in that room 
and an axe big enough, off would. go 
Lioyds’ London's head,’ for refusal to 
recognize the sovereignty of the insurance 
laws of New York State. . 

The 500 credit men assembled cheered 
the sturdy Fire Chief's maiden effort, and 
the State Insurance Superintendent’s more 
deliberate pronouncement -with equal en- 
thusiasm. 

Chief Croker, 





who has hobnobbed at 
much closer quarters with tongues. of 
deadly flame and never batted an eye, 
carefully selected as his seat at the guest 
table a chair most remote from those of 
the lingual batteries of the evening. By 
sheer fate, however, he was the very first 
one whom the President, Frank 8S. Flagg, 
discovered. ‘ 

“We have with us one guest who will 
not speak, and whom alone we shall for- 
give for leaving suddenly, in case he is 
called,”’ began Mr. Flagg. The doughty 
Fire Chief bit deeply into his cigar and 
tried to look inconspicuous, but the diners 
rose aS a@ man, with hearty tumultuous 
cries of: 

**Croker! Croker! ” 

The chief turned almost 
his fire-bronzed skin as 
changed to ‘‘ Speech! Speech 

Now was the time for that 
but it didn’t come. 

‘Mr. Flagg tried to stave off the ordeal, 
but failed. Despite himself the fire cham- 
pion found himself upon his feet and 
saying: 

‘*T consider 
here to-night, gentleman. 
that I can say anyt g. 
Good-night.”’ 

The audience rose once more and 
cheered him again:and again with tu- 
multuous cries of: $ 

‘Great! Great speech! What's the 
matter with Croker? ’’ 

Nothing was the matter with Croker 
except that he remained very warm for 
the rest of the evening, cogitating upon 
his narrow escape and wondering whether 
this was one of those things they called 
‘fan ovation.” 

Supt. Hotchkiss had ‘ Fire Insurance ”’ 
as his topic for the evening. He spoke »f 
his work in bringing the law to bear 
upon unauthorized fire insurance comp4a- 
nies doing. business in this State, and 
urged the members of the association 1.0 
assist him. " 

‘The State insurance Department was 
formed fifty years ago,’’ he said, ‘‘ and 
in it has. been vested tremendous power 
in the hands of a single man. This power 
has been used for the protection of the 
public as in no other State. New /York’s 
insurance laws are. now admittedly’ the 
best in the land. I hope the day may never 
come when the mighty power so vested 
in one man shall be divided and the re- 
sponsibility scattered among several; and 
I trust that you men of business will never 
allow a law establishing such a change to 
be put on our statute books. 

‘‘ As far as has been In my power I have 
sought to bring down the hand of the law 
hard upon the unauthorized companies, 
for they deny the sovereignty of the State 
of New York, laugh at our laws, and 
slap us, so to speak, in the face... No man 
here should take out a ‘policy in a com- 
pany that is unwilling to be subject to 
the careful and honest inspection demand- 
ed by this State. : 

‘‘Such a policy, ‘moreover, is not vouched 
for, and if suit is brought to enforce it, it 
cannot *be brought in this State. I can 
think of these gentlemen only as pirates 
that come to New York. , 

‘‘T don’t mind telling you that if I had 
Lloyds’ London in this room and-an:ax 
big enough, its head would go off! 
Lioyds’ London should either come into 
this State and recognize the sovereignty 
of the State, or*it should keep out. It is 
true, Lloyds’ London does come in lawful- 
ly in certain respects, as for instance 
where the insured cannot get from the au- 
thorized companies the amount of insur- 
ance he desires. I trust and believe, how- 
ever, that the day will come when such 4 
stute of affairs is no longer possible and 
the surplus insurance Jaw will be repealed. 
I hope that you, gentlemen, too, will do all 
in your power to put an end to unauthor- 
ized insurance in the State of New York.’’ 

The diners rose in a body to cheer the 
sentiment. Mr. Hotchkiss then turned 
to the subject of insurance promotion and 
its abuses. He spoke of promoters who 
promise dividends of 119 per cent. to in- 
vestors in thelr companies, and who 
pictured their companies as so many gold 
mines. 

J. T. Stewart, Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Surveys of the New York Goard 
of Fire Underwriters, discusseg the sub- 
ject of ‘‘ Safeguarding the aT of New 
York Against Fire.”’ Allen E. Clough, 
Secretary of the Committee on Losses 
and Adjustments of the New York Board 
of Fire Underwriters, spoke on ‘ Ad- 
justment of Fire Losses.” Willis O. Robb, 
Manager of the New York Fire Insur- 
ance Exchange also spoke. 


TOAST McANENY AS MAYOR. 


Long Island Real Estate Men All De- 
mand Rapid Transit. 


Borough President McAneny of Manhat- 
tan told the members of the Real Estate 
Exchange of Long Island at their annual 
dinner last night in the Hotel Astor some 
very practical things about what the 
Borough of Queens needs and what it 
aoes not need in transit facilities, As a 
reward Mr. McAneny was toasted as the 
‘next Mayor of New York.”’ The toast, 
one of the surprises of the evening, was 
received with much enthusiasm. fi was 
proposed by John J. O’Brien, an ex-po- 
liceman, who is a large property holder 
in - rceene Mr. McAneny made no com- 
ment, 

From the general tenor of the speeches, 
the Borough of Queens comprises pretty 
nearly all of Long Island. Every speaker 
was surcharged on the subject of rapid 
transit. President John W. Paris gave 
the cue, and the question was taken up 
in earnest by Allan Robinson, the first 
speaker, and continued by the others, in- 
cluding Public Service Commissioner Ed- 
ward M. Bassett, H. Stewart McKnight, 
Frank E. Haff, Secretary of the Long Is!l- 
and Railroad; Lewis H, Pounds, Commis<- 
sioner of Public Works of*Brooklyn, and 
Frank Bailey, Vice President of the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company. 

Mr. McAneny, who entered as Mr. Rob- 
inson was closing his speech, said he was 
glad to hear the question discussed. 

‘*Do not forget, however,’ he added, 
“that we are dealing with a city problem. 
The borough lines, the total assessment, 
the population, and other local features 
ought not to count. The only thing that 
should really count is the looking ahead 
to the development of the city of New 
York. On one hand we must provide for 
the relief of the congested areas, and 
on the other for new sections, and these 
two principles must run side by side.”

Another general strike of the express 
wagon drivers and helpers to force the 
reinstatement of men who have been liaid 
off, and who say they were discriminated 
against, is expected any day, and it was 
said yesterday, the companies are pre- 
paring for a struggle. Committees of five 
employes of each company have been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the situation. 
They will submit, it is said, an ultimatum 
to the companies, that unless union mien, 
who have been laid off since the general 
strike was ended, are not reinstated at 
once a general strike will be called. 

A committee of the express drivers, 
headed by General Organizer W. H. Ash- 
ton of the International Brotherhood, had 
a conference with President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor, who 
was in this city for a brief visit before he 
returned to Washington, in which the sit- 
uation was gone over. Afterwards, this 
statement was made last evening by

It was felt that the discrimination against 
the union drivers by the companies had 
gone so far that it would have to be 
stopped even at the expense of another tie- 
up, and the whole situation was left‘in the 
hands of committees of five from each 
company, with power to act. The com- 
panies affected are the Adams, Wells 
Fargo, United States, American, Westcott, 
Monahan, Long Isiand, and Boston Dis- 
patch. 

A meeting of the committees was held 
last night in lfonge Island City, which was 
selected to keep out of the way of report- 
ers, and an .ultimatum was drawn up, to be 
presented to the officials of each of the com- 
panies, in typewritten form, as soon as 
possible, within the next twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours, to the effect that if the

A. Mason, and it was natural that he 
should be glad to compliment a repre- 
sentative body of Mr. Mason’s neighbors. 
But it was also kraown that up to yes- 
terday morning the Governor had hoped

_to MoKeever, in the Adirondacks, for a

I 
am so strong an advocate of home rule 
that I deem it an intolerable condition 
that you should have to go to Albany 
for permission to spend-your money and 
to administer your own Government. But 
so far as the State is involved in rapid 
transit, I pledge myself to aid you in 
every way.

TAFT TO CUT TRAVEL FUND. 


Thinks $12,000,000 Spent Last Year by 
Officilale Was Too Much. 


WASHINGTON, March 08—President 
Taft having learned from the work of

| tration of the Government departments 
that more than $12,000,000 wag expended 
in 1910 for traveling expenses, has in- 
formed Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh that he would like to make his 
“initial test of economy on the question 
of traveling expenses.”

Willoughby, Assistant 
Director of the Census, was made a mem- 
ber of the commission, and ‘three va- 
cancies remain,to be filled. 


NATION TO PRINT ENVELOPES. 


Hitchcock Signe a Contract Despite 
Opposition of Job Printers. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Stamped en- 
velopes with return addresses printed on 
them will be supplied by the Government 
for at least four years more. Postmaster 
General Hitchcock, after giving Congress 
time to head the complaints of private 
printers and abolish this Federal func- 
tion, to-day signed another contract, to 
run until June 80, 1915, with the Mercan- 
tile Corporation of New York City, the 
present contractor. More favorable terms 
for the new contract were negotiated, and 
a saving of $297,880, based on the figures 
of 1910, will be effected. 

By the terms of the existing and new 
contracts the manufacturer is reqyired 
to print upon envelopes, on orders of 
500 or more, the return address of the 
sender at no additional cost to the pur- 
chaser. Mr. Hitchcock held up the con- 
tract for several months because the 
Tou Velle Bill to prohibit the Department 
from carrying on this work was before 
the recent Congress.

BRINGS DR. HILL BACK 


Ambassador to Qermany Sum- 
moned Because Our Diplomacy 
Has Led Us Into Difficulties.

Meyer Might Give Up Cabinet Post 
to Go to Berlin if a Change 
Were Made.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Dr. David 
Jayne Hill, American Ambassador to 
Germany, has been instructed to come to 
Washington to confer with his chiefs in 
the State Department. The ostensible 


reason for his recall at this juncture is 
the recent developments In the potash 
controversy, which hag been hanging fire | 
for many months. 

Many weeks ago the German Govern- | 
ment presented its side of the case, de- 
claring that its restrictive legislation, to 
Which certain American concerns had 
taken exception, was simply a part of 
its internal scheme of national conserva- 
tion, and therefore altogether outside the 
reach of diplomatic interference. Since 
then little progress has been made with 
the negotiations, and this Government 
has seemed more anxious for a way out of 
the diplomatic tangle than eager for any 
concessions it once expected to win from 
the Kaiser, 

Long ago it was realized here that the 
German surtax on overproduction from 
Gelman | dan pi mines—whether the potash 
was for foreign or domestic consumption— 
had nothing to do with tariff relations. 
By that time, however, the handling of 
the American side of the case in Berlin 
had gone far toward committing wus to 
an extreme position on the subject. Dr. 
Hill was, of course, in charge of the 
negotiations in Berlin, and in his presen- 
tation of the American attitude he seems 
to have followed literally his early in- 
structions from the department. 

A much more pronounced twist was 
given to his advances by the arrival of 
Mack H. Davies, commercial expert of 
the Department of State, who in an inter- 
view with the German Minister of Com- 
merce flatly threatened our maximum 
tariff if the restrictions on the potash 
trade were not removed. His threat was 
received with laughter by the German 
Minister, but it has created an awkward

BERLIN, March 9.—Dr. David Jayne 
Hill; American Ambassador to Germany 
will leave the capital to-morrow and sail 
from Bremen Saturday on the steamer 
George Washington for New York.

‘There is absolutely no appeal from 
this decision,” Dr. Spingarn said yester- 
day, “and I can take my case only to 
the Court of Public Opinion for the ben- 
efit and enlightenment of other Faculties, 
of the alumni body, and of the whole uni- 
versity’ world. You cannot understand 
what this case is unless you have some 
notion of the absolutely unmanly timidity 
into which the professors of Columbia 


have been cowed by Dr. Butler. You have 
no idea how askance they look upon one 
who is not afraid to appear as a critic as 
well as a defender of the administration 
as his judgment and conscience dictates. 
Did I only start to discuss administrative 
matters at the Faculty Club they would 
glance apprehensively about them and 
If you lived in the 
(“columbia atmosphere you would see how 
oppressive that is, and how hardy it is 
thought for a teacher to express even 
academic theories that may conflict with 
those of others. 

‘Yet it seems to me that the more 
ideas, the more theories, the better, to the 
end that discussion mavy vivify university 
life. Are professors who are afraid to 
say what they think to be the teachers of 
voung Americans? If my.case. could 
serve to cstablish in some degree the 
rights of the teacher in this respect, the 
status of the professor, it would be worth 
while taking the facts to the court of 
public opinion. I suppose I might have 
resigned and even now draw into my 
shell, but it seerns to me that that would 
be a weak and pusillanimous attitude to 
take, and if my case can be of any ser- 
vice to the professors of our universities 
T am willing to undergo the notoriety 
that is so harmful to the individual pro- 
fessorial .career.”’

Up to twenty years ago, Dr. Hutchinson | 
was saying, medicine was not largely ex- 
perimental, but the alleged value of this 
or that remedy for any given disease 
was passed along from doctor to doctor 
as true, and no one doubted that the in- | 
formation was correct. With the advent ' 
of the last decade, however, there began | 
among medical men a certain inguisitive- ; 
ness regarding the efficacy of the old 
family and familiar remedies. This was 
the beginning of experimental medicine, 
Dr. Hutchinson said. Doctors had not 
confined their efforts In animal expert- 
mentation, the speaker gaid, to the process 
of reasoning back from the effect of a 


serum on an animal to its effect upon 
the human species. The old medicines 
had been and were being tested with great 
care in animal experimentation, and inany 
of the former accepted remedies for cer- 
tain diseases had been found not only 
to be utterly worthless in curing tne dis- 
eases for which they had been prescribed, 
but actually harmful to the patient. 

‘* Now,’’ said Dr. Hutchinson, ‘in test- 
ing the effects of these remedies on cer- 
tain diseases, the modern laboratory 
worker has been, to use a common phrase 
of the day, ‘ trying them on the dog.’ ”’ 

At that moment there came from the 
gallery of the theatre a sharp, quick suc- | 
cession of hisses, evidently started on | 
their way by a woman, for no men sat, 
in that part of the gallery from which ' 
they proceeded. 

Dr. Hutchinson, finally proceeding as if | 
nothing had happened, said that the basis | 
of animal experimentation was, »indeed, 
sacrifice.

sudden death or severe injury to the, 
health of the person in whom the injec- 

tion had been made.

Mr. Bowman, Whe Is to be President 
of the lowa State University, Is 33. 


John Gabbert Bowman, Secretary of the 
Carnegie Foundation, has accepted the 
Presidency of the Iowa State University. 
Mr. Bowman sent his acceptance yester- 
day to the Iowa State Board of Educa- 
tion. He succeeds George FE. MacLean, 
who resigned. 

Mr. Bowman is 33 years old, and wiil 
be, At is said, the youngest college Presl- 
dent in this country. He was born in 
YMavenport, Iowa, on May 18, 1877. Both 
his grandfathers were lumbermen and 
settlers in Iowa. His father” was Princi- 
pal of the Davenport High School for 
many years, and later was . Superin- 
tendent of Schools in a ncighboring town. 

Mr. Bowman himself, after being grad- 
uated from the local high school, took 
one year in the Towa State University, 
rom which his present offer comes. His 
perents could not afford to let him finish 
the course, and for about a year he 
taught In a local country school. He 
invested his: small savings in hogs and 
corn; and made enough money by the sub- 
sequent sale to return to the university, 
being graduated in his own original class 
in 1899. To build up his physical strength 
he worked nearly every Summer on Mis- 
Sissippi lumber rafts. One Summer he 
took an extra course in English in the 
University of Chicago. 

After being graduated from the uni- 
versity he thought first of entering the 
ministry,. but, deciding to do newspaper 
work instead, he got a job on The Daven- 
port Democrat, working at first for noth- 
ing a week. Then he went to Chicago 
and worked for a news syndicate, using 
his spare time to study and receiving the 
degree of M. A. from his university in 
1904.. He came to this city in the Au- 
tumn of 1904 and took a postgraduate 
course at Columbia, and was appointed 
an instructor in English there: The Car- 
negie Foundation Trustees gave him the 
position of Secretary in 1906.

The Purchaser’s Heaith Pledged, 
Jewelers’ Lawyer Avers, When 
Famous Stone Was Delivered! 








DISPUTE QUICKLY FOLLOWS 





Efforts to Reach the Publisher's Son 
So Far Fruitless—Alleged Memo- 
randum of Sale Signed. 





The malevolent influence that has for 
centuries dogged with discord and disaster 
the owners of the famous Hope diamond 
has started again and without waste of 
time, despite special precautions against 
ill-luck taken at the time of its last sale, 
according to John §. Wise, Jr., of 20 Broad 
Street, attorney for Cartiers, the Fifth 
Avenue jewelers, who are suing Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward B. McLean for $180,000, its 
alleged purchase price. The McLeans 
deny that they bought the stone, but say 
they took it merely for inspection. Mr. 
Wise stated the jewelers’ side of the pres- 
ent litigation yesterday. 

The sale of the famous diamond, he 
said, was concluded on the night of Jan. 
28 by Pierre C. Cartier, a member of the 
firm, in the office of The Washington 
Post, which is published by John R. Mc- 
Lean, father of Edward B. McLean. The 
younger McLean, said Mr. Wise, was 
present, as was his lawyer, Wilton J. 
Lambert, who drew up the memorandum 
of sale. Mr. Cartier, said Mr. Wise, was 
not advised by counsel, and relied solely 
on the memorandum of sale so drawn up 
by Mr. McLean’s lawyer. This memo- 
randum, on which the jewelers now base 





their suit to recover the price of the 
Hope diamond, read as follows, according 
to a typewritten copy displayed by Mr. 
Wise yesterday: 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 28, 1911. 

In consideration of the payment of $40,- 
000 in cash, the delivery of an emerald and 
pearl pendant, and the payment of $114,- 
000 in three annual installments without 
interest, payable bi-monthly, I hereby agree 
to sell to Edward B. McLean what is known 
as the ‘‘ Hope Diamond” and neckiace, 
delivery to be made forthwith, and, if de- 
sired by the purchaser, a necklace in the 
shape of a bowknot and diamonds to be 
taken at cost and deducted from the sum 
of $114,000 deferred payment. 

Should any fatality occur to the family 
of Edward B. McLean within six months, 
the said Hope diamond is agreed to be ex- 
changed for jewelry of equal value at the 
selection of Wilton J. Lambert. 

It is further agreed that the contract for 
said deferred payment is not to be nego- 
tiated. P. Cc. CARTIER. 
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‘next morning he received this telegram 
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The above terms accepted. 
EDWARD McLEAN. 


The $40,000 cash and the pendant valued 
$96,000, sald Mr. Wise, were to be 
handed over immediately, even as the 
diamond was handed over by Mr. Cartier. 


Instead, however, it was explained to 
Mr. Cartier, according to his attorney, 
that the banks had clcsed for the day, and 
agreed to wait until the following 
Monday for delivery. 

‘‘Thereupon,” said Mr. Wise, ‘“ Mr. 
Lambert, Mr. McLean, and Mr. Cartier 
opened a bottle of champagne and drank 
to the health of the owner of the Hope 
diamond.’”’ 

The toast, at all events, seems to have 
been fulfilled, but there has now arisen 
a dispute as to who is the owner of the 
Hope diamond. Mr. Cartier says it is Mr. 
McLean, and Mr. McLean says it is Mr. 
Cartier. Both are in excellent health. 

‘‘Mr. Cartier returned to New York that 
same. night,’’ said. Mr. Wise. ‘‘On the 


from E. S. Rochester of The Washington 
Post, through which paper the sale of the 
Hope diamond—at the exaggerated price 
of $300,000—was first made nublic through- 
out the world. 

‘‘Edward McLean says please send a man 
to Washington at once to set the Hope 
diamond in order that Mrs, McLean can 
wear it Monday afternoon at the reception 
at the White House. Please wire me at once 
on what train the man will leave. Don't fail 
to get him here at the first possible mo- 
ment, 

“On Monday morning Mr. Cartier re- 
paired at once to Washington, taking 
with hi one of his most artistic dia- 
mond setters,’’ continued Mr. Wise. ‘“‘At 
the McLean home, however, he was in- 
formed that Mrs. McLean was ill and 
could not see him, and he was referred to 
Mr. McLean at his office. He went to 
the office of The Washington Post, where 
he was told that Mr. McLean was not to 
be found. Mr. Rochester and a Mr. Marx- 
in the office told him that he had better 
take back the stone. Mr. McLean, they 
added, had gone to Baltimore to try to 
get some money. 

‘‘No reason for the wish to return the 
stone was given to Mr. Cartier, and he 
refused to take it back. After several 
more vain:attempts to collect the price 
agreed upon, he placed the matter in our 
hands, and we brought suit. I went to 
‘Washington, where IT was informed that 
Mr. McLean had .gone somewhere—Palm 
Beach or Havana, I believe. His lawyer 
refused to advise the payment of the 
price agreed upon, and, without alleging 
any excuse whatever or offering any in- 
demnity, insisted that Cartier should 
take back the stone. No extuse has been 
made to us at any time, barring some ir- 
responsible ‘old woman’s talk’ about 
the dreaded hoodoo. We have, however, 
had it suggested to us that we make some 
proposal to Mr. McLean. .This we re- 
fused to do. 

‘‘This has not been the first time that 
my clients have had trouble with the Mc- 
Leans. “Three years ago they purchased 
from Cartiers the very emerald and dia- 
niond pendant specified as counting $26,- 
000 toward the payment of the Hope dia- 
mond. They agreed to pay $123,600 for 
the pendant and necklace, but it was not 
until four months after the date speci- 
fied, and after we had threatened suit, 
that the money was paid.”’ 

Mr. Wise admitted that the Cartier firm 
had brought the Hope diamond into this 
country on a Custom House valuation of 
$110,000, but said the difference between 
that sum and the present sale price of 
$180.00) merely represented the jewelrs’ 
reasonable profit. It Was reported at the 
time the Cartiers bought the Hope dia- 
mond that the ill-fated stone had gone 
begging on the Paris market, selling for 
$80,000. 

No other agreement besides that con- 
tained*in the memorandum of sale, said 
Mr. Wise, was drawn up. He said that 
so far they had been unable to find Mr. 
McLean or get any statement from him. 
He said that in his own opinion the real 
reason why the stone is disclaimed by its 
new purchasers is a scarcity—purely lo- 
cal—in the money market, and an unwill- 
ineness of the elder Mr. McLean to re- 
plenish the filial purse in a transaction 
in which he was not concerned.

The copy of Herodotus, French transla- 
tion, which was read by Napoleon Bona- 
pafte while at St. Helena, and contain- 
ing, on the margins of three pages, his 
autograph arithmetical calculations, sold 
for $50 at Anderson’s yesterday. A series 
of seven colored plates, by Le oCeur, il- 
lustrating Napoleon’s coronation, pub- 
lished in Paris, in 1806, brought $52.50.

Harry London, the Chicago saloon- 
keeper and politician, who was ordered 
excluded from the country as an undesir- 
able person by a board of special inquiry 
at Ellis Island last month, after evidence 
was brought to show that he had been 
indicted in connection with the McCann 
“white slave” investigation in Chicago 
a year. ago, that he had been several 


times arrested for keeping a disorderly 
resor/, and had gone to Panama for the 
purpose of importing women for immoral 
traffic a year before that, was ordered 
Yeleased and admitted vesterday by Seoc- 
retary Nagel of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, after a hearing of his 
case On appeal. London’s offer to fur- 
nish bail even to the amount of $100,000 
had previously been refused by the immi- 
gration authorities. — ' 

Although London, according to Commis- 
sioner Willlams, admitted in the record of 
the proceedings at Ellis Island that he 
was not a citizen, his attorney, Samuel 
Hoffman of 320 Broadway, argued that 
he was a citizen by virtue of having 
voted tor twenty-eight years on the citi- 
zenship papers of his father, who brought 
him to’this country from Russia at the 
age of 4 vears. The father, however, died 
in Russia many years ago, and London

DENIES BATHTUB MEN’S PLEA 


Judge Overrules Their Claim to Im- 
munity from Prosecution. 


DETROIT, Mich., March 9.—Judge Den- 
nison of Grand Rapids, in an opinion 
handed down in the Federal court here 
to-day, overruled the plea for immunity 
entered by the thirty-four individual de- 
fendants in the criminal sult of the Gov- 
ernment against the so-calléd ‘ Bathtub’ 
Trust.” The plea of the defense was 
based on answers filed in the equity suit 
against them in Baltimore.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 9.—Harem 
and hobble skirts were the subject of a 
bill presented. in the House to-day by 
Representative Murphy of Chicago.

The as- 
phalt pavements were badly laid in the 
beginning. It was a grievous mistake 
to spread ‘the asphalt on the old Bel- 
gian blocks. They should have been re- 
moved and a firm, smooth foundation 
constructed.

BERLAIN of Clark Uni- 
versity upon our recent remarks about 
the desirability of ‘‘ miscegenation din- 
ners ”’

the causes of Socialism and woman suf- 
frage. Prof. CHAMBERLAIN, it seems, 
would encourage these manifesiations as 
indicative of a tendency to join the races 
by common ties of blood and affection. 
“This final breed of mankind,” he says, 
“will comprehend the black man by the 
same right as the yellow, the red, the 
brown, and the white,’’ The ideal man 
would be equal parts negro, Chinaman, 
Red Indian, Malay, and Caucasian, and 
his home should be in ‘‘ democratic Amer- 
ica.”’ 

Prof. CHAMBERLAIN attacks our scientific 
authority upon the question of the results 
As an 
anthropologist, he is not impressed with 
our description of the ‘‘ cruel and treach- 
erous mottled negroes of the South’ and 
challenges references to anthropologists 
who have spoken authoritatively of this 
matter. Is not Prof. CHAMBERLAIN rather 
pedantic? There are séveral millions or 
white Southerners who can tell him from 
observation precisely what sort of hu- 
manity the type of ‘mottled’ negro 
represents. His degenerate nature is 
evidenced in the crimes that are brought 
constantly to the attention of readers of 
news dispatches North and South. But 
since Prof. CHAMBERLAIN demands a sci- 
entific, reference, we will supply it from, 
studies of ‘‘ The. Negro Brain,’’ published 
in a recent volume of the American Jour- 
nal of Anatomy and in the Century Maga- 
zine, by Dr. ROBERT BENNETT BEAN. Dr. 
BEAN divides the mulattoes into three 
classes, the third resembling the type of 
the Caucasian; the first, the powerful 
and burly class.with ‘‘ resonant vocal ap- 
paratus’’; and the “' mottled’ class:

is or can become. Dr. BEAN made his 
reputation as an anthropologist in his 
exhaustive studies of heredity and of the 
Malay and Negroid types. This outgiv- 
ing from the anthropological savant of 
Clark University, however it may ingra- 
tiate him with the disciples of miscegena- 
tion, will not add lustre to his reputation 
as a scholar. 

At some time in the 
history of practically 
‘every family in this 
city a member of it has 
been taken with sudden 
and violent stomachic pains. The doctor 
comes post haste, inspects the larder, and 
in the left overs of the last meal he finds 
evidences of the unsuspecting use of 
foodstuffs that have been kept too long 
in cold storage. The patient dies, or 
survives with a digestive apparatus that 
may never fully recover from the damag- 
ing effects of this experience. The keepers 
of chilled and frozen foods in this State 
may hold them out of the market, and do 
repeatedly hold them, for periods exceed- 
ing a revolution of the earth about the 
sun. Their motive is cupidity, the keep- 
ing of prices for necessaries artificially 
high. Their antiquated products, treated 
to look fresh and inviting, deceive and 
poison their consumers. 

The Brennan Cold Storage bill, passed 
by the Assembly on Wednesday, requires 
that all food kept in cold storage shall be 
labeled—‘‘branded, stamped, or marked in 
some conspicuous place’’—with the pre- 
cise date at which it was taken into the 
warehouse; that this label shall remain 
upon the goods or package at the time of 
their removal, and that, once placed on 
the market for sale, they shall never be 
returned for cold storage. The time with- 
in which the foods shall be kept shall 
neyer exceed six months, except by spe- 
cial permission of the State Commissioner 
of Health, who is clothed with ample 
powers of inspection and supervision of 
the warehouses. The warchousemen shall 
furnish quarterly reports, stating ‘in 
itemized particulars’’ the quantity of 
each foodstuff kept in storage. They 
Shall be granted permission to keep no 
product longer than’‘a year, and transfers 
of food from one refrigerating warehouse 
to another in evasion of the law are pro- 
hibited. This bill, if it reaches the Gov- 
ernor for signature, will act decidedly to 
curb the propensities of the ptomaine 
poisoners.

The place of Police In-

The appearance of one 
of them at a single police station even 
once within a year is one too many ap- 
pearances.

Are 
a Few? 


The _ superstition 
about the good or ill 
luck residing in pre- 
cious jewels and 
amulets has a solid 
basis in fact and philosophy. We printed 
last rorth a letter from an authority on 
jewels, protesting about the recurrent 
stories of ill-luck concerning the Hope 
diamond. Around.facts about so famous 
a jewel exaggerative myths are bound 
to collect, and doubtless many of the in- 
cidents of misfortune recounted as to 
alleged possessors of the stone are fic- 
titious. But because these stories them- 
selves tcnd in_some degree to impair its 
value, ill-luck may thus attend its pos- 
session. Perhaps the firm which is now 
suing the most recent reputed purchasers 
for the recovery of its price of $180,000, 
and of a valuable pendant alleged to have 
been bought by them, feels that it is an 
unlucky stone. 

The philosophy of the ill-luck inherent 
in the possession of precious things is 
summed up in the proverb, “ The love of 
money is the root of all evil.’”” The abo- 
rigival savage found that his glittering 
stone gave him pre-eminence in the eyes 
of his tribe, afforded him distinction, and 
produced a _ barbarous respect for his 
rrowess and person. Doubtless, too, its 
possession nerved him to deeds of valor 
in its defense and spurred him to victory. 
So amulets and jewels wére deemed lucky. 
But often their savage owners were way- 
laid, stabbed, and poisoned, especially 
those who had gotten hold of the biggest 
and most sought-for prizes. These would 
speedily ecquire the reputation of bring- 
ing woe to their possessors. Out of the 
adventures that befell their owners a 
strange mythology grew, accompanied by 
superstitious rites and observances. The 
comments upon the vicissitudes of the 
Hope diamond show that the old spirit of 
noodooism is not extinct. 

We print elsewhere a 
communication setting 
forth the advantages 
of teaching the, alpha- 
bet in the schools in 
the order by which the letters are grouped 
on the so-called ‘‘ universal’’ keyboard of 
typewriters. Our correspondent’s argu- 
ment is that the a, b, c arrangement, be- 
ing itself arbitrary, should give place to 
an arbitrary but more useful arrangement 
for the benefit of the “literally millions 
all over the world who are learning to 
operate, peqqeamionaty or otherwise, the 
typewriter.’ 

Would this reform aid in the acqulsition 
of skill upon the typewriter? In what 
way should the letters be learned—hor- 
izontally, or slantwise? The neophyte is 
now taught by the so-called ‘‘ touch” 
method to assign to a particular finger 
each nearly vertical row of keys, using 
his thumbs or extreme digits in a set po- 
sition as guides; then the keys may be 
manipulated as the keyboard of a piano 
is fingered, without the necessity of fol- 
lowing the movements with the eyes. The 
arrangement of the alphabet on the type- 
writer, therefore, is not learned as a 
whole, but in segments, a vertical seg- 
ment for each finger. 

Then, too, the “‘ universal’ arrangement 
is not the most scientific for convenience 
in operating a typewriter. Nearly all 
operators, of course, are right-handed, the 
most used vowels and consonants should 
be grouped so that they might be struck 
conveniently by the fingers of the right 
hand and, especially, by its index finger. 
The vogue of the “ universal’’ 
ment has survived through the demands 
of habit and inertia, just as the present 
order of the alphabet has survived for

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THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Favor of the Bill Introduced by 
Assemblyman O’Connor. 


To the Editor af The New York Times: 

I have read recently in the daily press 
accounts of able-bodied men begging upon 
the streets and the leniency of Magis- 
trates before whom these men were 
brought on charges of vagrancy and men- 
dicancy; also accounts of acts of vidlence 
committed by men who said they were 
homeless and hungry. 

Your recent editorial ‘‘Suppress the 
Beggars ’’ proposes the enforcement of the 
law with its jail, workhouse, or peni- 
tentiary sentence. 7 

Is it not time to inquire into the causes 
of violence and mendicancy rather than 
simply demand the application of force 
and imprisonment of the unfortunate? 

The unemployed men of our cities may, 
in order to exist, beg, steal, or apply at 
the station houses or Magistrates’ courts 
for commitment to the jail or work- 
house. Society accords the same treat- 
ment to the men who beg, steal, rob on 
the highway, or apply at the courts for 
work, viz.: Branding as criminals and 
commitment to the jail or workhouse. 

In the Spring of 1908, a few months 
after the financial crash and panic in 
the Fall of 1907, the then Mayor of New 
York City made an independent investi- 
gation of the number of unemployed 
men in the City of New York, and later 
publicly stated that there were 200,000 
men out of work in the city, thereby con- 
firming the figures which had already 
been published by the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society and other civic and philan- 
thropic bodies. This meant that there 
were upward of 1,000,000'of our population 
of between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000—20 per 
cent. of the entire population—who were 
either actually in need of the necessaries 
of life or were drawing upon their mea- 
gre savings for these necessaries. 

It may be said that this condition does 
not exist now. It is safe to say that it 
does not to the same extent. That it 
does exist, however, to a great degree 
is evidenced not only by acts of violent 
crime and assaults and mendicancy,. but 
by the constant appeals for money and 
food sent out by the organized charities 
of our city. In the Winter and Spring 
months of 1908 hundreds of men were 
committed each month in this city alone 
for vagrancy, the crime (?) of being un- 
employed and homeless. (See extracts 
of letters from City Magistrates and a 
Supreme Court Justice, written in Febru- 
ary, 1908, attached to this letter.) 

This is a condition that is always pres- 
ent in every large city of this and most 
other civilized countries—and in what we 
call “good times’’ the problem is simply 
less serious than in ‘“‘ hard times.’’ We 
are never free from it, and our treatment 
of these unfortunate men is always the 
same—imprisonment in the workhouse or 
other penal institution, usually without 
employment even in prison—for terms 
varying from twenty-nine days to six 
months; then the discharge at the expira- 
tion of the term and rearrest and con- 
viction should the men—now ex-convicts 
in the eyes of the world—still be unable 
to find work. 

It may be that the beggar on our streets 
—sometimes threatening or even violent— 
is not of the honestly unemployed class, 
i. e., @ man who has earnestly sought 
work and could not find it. But who is 
to decide? If the Magistrates before whom 
constantly come the unemployed, ‘the pro- 
fessional beggar, and the thief cannot 
distinguish them, how can the ordinary 
citizen appealed to on the street for as- 
sistance distinguish the man honestly in 
need from the imposter? 

Is it not time to give earnest and in- 
telligent thought to thig problem of men- 
dicancy and the unemployed instead of 
simply calling for the ‘“‘ suppression ’’ and 
imprisonment of these unfortunate men? 

There is a bill now before the Assembly 
Committee of Labor and Industry, the 
Hon. Gottfried H. Wende, Chairman, (As- 
sembly bill No. 62, introduced by Mr. 
O’Connor,) which provides for the appoint- 
ment by the Commissioner of Labor of 
the State of New York of a special dep- 
uty whose duty it shall be to Investigate 
the number and condition of the unem- 
ployed and establish in the various cities 
bureaus where classified lists of unem- 
ployed persons shall be kept, and also 
lists of places where employment can be 
found. 

This bill has already the support of 
many members of the Assembly and has 
been approved and its passage urged by 
the Presidents of the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn.

HAILS MISCEGENATION.

To the Editor of The New York Ttmes: 

In the issue of- THe Trmes for Feb. 23 I 
find a paragraph on ‘* Negro Women as 
Suffragists,’’ which is cynically unchar- 
itable as well as untrue scientifically. The 
author appears to be quite unaware that 
the day for emphasis of race-differences 
is already past and the era of reintegra- 
tion begun for good and all. Historically 
and evolutionally, the existence of the 
various so-called races is a matter of iIn- 
cident or accident connected with the 
spread of mankind over the habitable 
earth. Their coming together again and 
the formation of one human race by the 
inclusion of all is the ultimate goal of 
human evolution. This final breed of 
mankind will comprehend the black man 
by the same right as the yellow, the red, 
the brown, and the white, The perpetual 
segregation of the negro in democratic 
America is, fortunately, as impossible as 
it is absurd, unjust, and unscientific. 

As an anthropologist, I am not im- 
pressed by the writer’s fear of the “ cruel 














‘and treacherous mottled negroes of the 


South ’’—it were weil to inquire what an- 
thropologists have been willing to settle 


What 
anthropologists do see, and what the 
world, too, perceives, is the gift to human 
civilization of mixed-bloods like Dumas, 
the French novelist; Pushkin, ‘the Rus- 
sian poet; Dubois, the American man of 
science: Booker T. Washington, the 
American teacher. Let no one be fooled 
by the bugbear of ‘‘ mottled negroes,” and 
let no one believe that anthropologists are 
of opinion that the white’race is going 
down to destruction through miscegena- 
tion. Together, racially, as well as in- 
dividually, is the watchword of the fu- 
ture, and, as an anthropologist, no less 
than as a citizen of the Republic, I con- 
demn such writings as the paragraph in 
question.

UNJUST VERDICT, SAYS TYLER 


Advised That Courts Here WIII 
Recognize Mascagni Judgment. 








Not 


Frequent inquiries having been made of 
Liebler & Co. for information respecting 
the cabled announcements from Milar 
that Mascagni, and Sonzonga, his pub- 
lisher had obtained judgments against 
Liebler & Co. for alleged non-fulfillment 
of the contracts entered into with respect 
to the production of the opera ‘* Ysobel,” 
George C. Tyler, Managing Director of 
Liebler & Co., yesterday said: 

‘‘In January last our firm gave to the 
press a letter which we had previously 
forwarded to Mascagni and Sonzonga, and 
which fully set forth the reasons for our 
inability to. produce the opera ‘ Ysobel.’ 
Nothing has since transpired which could 
possibly alter our position as stated in 
that communication. Subsequently, we 
were informed that Mascagni and Son- 
zonga had instituted, or contemplated in- 
stituting, in the Italian courts an action 
against us for what they deemed to 
consider an alleged breach of the con- 
tracts on our part. Whereupon, we con- 
sulted with our attorney here with respect 
to the actions brought or to be brought, 


and we were advised not to submit our- 
selves to the jurisdiction of the Italian 
courts by voluntarily appearing there and 
defending the action. 

‘‘Rurthermore, attention was 4irected 
to a decision rendered in the United States 
Circuit Court for this district, in June, 
1902, wherein it appeared that the plain- 
tiff, an Italian, had instituted an action 
in the Italian courts against citizens and 
residents of this country, and had at- 
tached certain of the property of the de- 
fendants, located within the territorial 
jurisdiction of the Itallan cou and the 
defendants, for the purposes of preserv- 
ing their property, voluntarily appeared. 
In that action, judgment was rendered in 
favor of the Italian, and thereafter it ap- 
peared that suit was brought in this 
country to enforce the judgment recov- 
ered in Italy. In the action brought here, 
the Court, among other things, said: 

“*To one who goes carefully through 
the documents that make up the record of 
proceedings in the Itallan courts, which 
terminated in the judgment here sued on, 
it seems lamentable that a sense of comity 
ever induced our courts to accept as res 
adjudicatae, the judgments of courts in 
foreign countries whose systems of juris- 
prudence are ,totally different from cur 
own. Truly the judgment in this case is 
fearfully and wonderfully made, and, s0 
far as one can make out from the, docu- 
ments, rankly unjust.’ 

“Tn view of this expression of opinion, 
we had no desire to subject ourselves to 
the jurisdiction of Italian courts. 

"With respect to the judgments alleged 
to have been recovered in Italy, and to 
which the New York press has directed 
our attention, we are advised that the 
courts here will not recognize them; that 
they are a nullity and cannot be enforced 
in this country. 

‘Our courts have deolded that the 
courts of a foreign country can acquire 
no extra-territorial jurisdiction over the 
persons of our citizens. We were. not 
personally served with page in Italy, 
and we did not voluntarily submit to the 
jurisdiction of the Italian courts by the 
appearance of counsel. 

‘Tf Messrs. Mascagni and Sonzonga are 
sincere in their claim that we have been 
guilty of a breach of the contract, then 
we suggest that either they ply - 
here or designate some attorne 0 anD- 
pear for them. In either case, they may 
feel assured that the case in its entirety 
will be heard, and equal justice dis- 
tributed. without regard to the nationality 
of the parties litigant.”

Unfamiliar Old Works and a Sonata by 
H. H. Huss Played by Violoncellist. 


Mr. Boris Hambourg, the excellent vio- 
loncellist, who appeared here earlier in 
the season, gave a second recital yvester- 
day afternoon in Mendelssohn Hall. His 
programme was interestingly begun. with: 
pieces by pre-classical composers, several 
of whosg names are unfamiliar to musi- 
cal amateurs. Such is Wilhelm de Fesch, 
a composer of the first half of the eight- 
eenth century, whose ‘‘ Sonata,’’ consist- 
of a Sarabande minuet and Allemande, is 
music of grace and strength. Another is 
Pasqualino di Morzis, of the same period, 
composer of a pleasing mirnuet.

of the bagpipe, “ La Zampogna.”’ Salva- 
tore Lanzetti, also of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, wrote a vivacious “ allegro viva- 
mente’ with which Hambourg finished 
his group, which also contained the Sara- 
bande from Bach's unaccompanied suite 
in C, and a movement from a suite for 
viola da gamba by Handel.» Mr. Ham- 
bourg’s playing of these was marked by 
finish and careful phrasing and fine taste 

The most prominent place on Mr. Ham- 
boureg’s prograysms was occupied by a 
Sonata for ’cello and piano by Henry 
Holden Huss, his twenty-fourth work. 
Mr. Huss, who is well known in New 
York both as a composer and as a pianist, 

layed the piano part with Mr. Ham- 

ourg. The music is the work of a sin- 

cere and accomplshed artist, master of 
his material and of the idiom of the in- 
struments for which he writes. The vio- 
loncello is made to speak rationally and 
musically, in @ manner that is express- 
ive of its most characteristic qualities. 
Perhaps the first movement fires least 
the imagination of the listener; it is 
scholarly and sober. The interest is {n- 
creased in the next two movements, an 
allegro grazioso and a slow romanza, the 
latter having some finely expressive flow- 
ing melody. The last movement draws 
upon a distinctly lighter vein of fancy, 
and is the most obviously pleasing of the 
four. The composition was well played, 
and was presented in its best light. 

Mr. Hambourg was heard further in 
Tschaikowsky variations on a Rococo 
theme, Op. 33, and smaller Pieces by 
Boelimann, Sinding, Glazounow, and Pop- 


per, and an arrangement’ of his own of a 
song by: Cadman.

Basket Ball and Hockey Rough Tac- 
tics Wil! Not Be Tolerated Again.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 9.—Bas- 
ket ball it Yale ig placed on probation by 
the minor sports committee. Dr. William 
G. Anderson of the committee says in a 
communication to the Alumni Weekly 
that the game will not be tolerated under 
present conditions. The weekly says edi- 
torally that the playing of the Yale team 
had made scores of Yale graduates in- 
dignant and that public discipline of the 
offending Yale players was necessary, 

Dr. Anderson adds, in reviewing the 
rough tactics of the hockey and basket 
ball teams: : 


The minor union is putting a stop to many of 
the petty annoyances that existed before the 
sports were thus organized, I refer to poorly 
meade contracts, unpaid bills, indiscriminate 
collecting from the students, the inheritance 
of debts, lack of sympathy between the teams 
themselves, failure on the part of the contest- 
ants to co-operate with the Faculty, and lavish 
and wasteful expenditures of money. 

In case of complaint the Faculty Committee, 
consisting of Walter Camp, Prof. William 
Beebe, and @he writer, investigate charges. 
whis season the writer has taken trips to New 
York and Boston to consult with Dean Briggs 
and Mr. Garcelon relative to difficulties that 
have arisen. Conferences are held behind 
closed doors, the reports are not given to the 
press. The causes of complaints are generally 
highly colorg@-and widely advertised by writers 
who are more or less partisan; hence our 
alumni has but one side of the story. 

The ‘‘rough tactics’’ of the basket ball 
team this Winter have been investigated by 
two committees. .The Captain, manager, coach, 
and the alleged ‘* guilty parties *’ all have had 
an opportunity to clear the atmosphere. In 
addition to this, the writer has personally sent 
to Columbia for their version.

RETAINS POOL TITLE

Nights’ Play, Final Score Re-- 
sulting 600 to 493. 





Alfredo De Oro successfully 
his title of pool champion of the world 
at Doyle’s Billiard Academy last night 


liueston, in the last block of the three 
nights’ tournament by a score of 195 to 
158. making a total for the three nights’ 
play of 600 to 493. The champion started 
the final block with a lead of 70 points, 
and increased it to 107, leading Hueston 
from the start. De Oro made the high 
run of the match, picking off 556 points 
from the eleventh to the fourteenth frame. 
The match was for the world’s title, a 
$1,000 purse, and a diamond emblem. 

It was the Cuban's cool, calculating 
style that won for him. His brilliant po- 
sition play was so cleverly executed that 
it appeared easy. With a marvelous con- 
trol of the cue ball, he placed it where he 
pleased, for it responded to his sure stroke 
at all times. His play was directly con- 
trasted with that of Hueston, who played 
a hard. vigorous stroke, always ready to 
attempt darning combinations, but alweys 
leaving himself in a bad position after 
spectacular shots. He played a good up- 
hill game, and when defeat was certain, 
the former champion settled down and 
outplayed the Cuban in the last few 
frames, at one time making his best run 
of the match, a 31. 

Hueston made a good start, for after 
De Oro executed the break the challenger 
for the title cleared the table. He was 
going smoothly on the next frame, but 
after pocketing 8 made a scratch, which 
gave De Oro a chance to take the other 
12 The Cuban collected 15 on the next 
frame, but missed after getting 8 in the 
fourth, Hueston taking 7. De Oro ock- 
eted the 15 in the fifth frame, and Hues- 
ton got the spheres rolling his way in 
the sixth. After De Oro’s break Hueston 
solved an intricate combination, prying 
open the pyramid in the Operation and 
scattering the balls around the table. He 
then ran 15 for the first time of the even- 
ing. Both players made three misses in 
the next frame, Hueston finally taking 12 
of the balls. 

De Oro left haff a dozen balls ecattered 
from the bunch in the eighth frame, but 
Hueston missed a straight long table 
shot. De Oro also missed, and Hueston 
failed again on a cut which required a 
finer cut than he allowed for. The Cuban 
then settled down and. gathered 14 of the 
collection.

In the eleventh frame De Oro began 28 
continuous run, which netted him a high 
run of 65 before he missed on a difficult 
thin cut shot in the fourteenth frame. 
During this run the Cuban displayed his 
skill in playing position. His control of 
the cue bail was so completed that he 
rarely placed it where it was not in an 
easy position to pocket another ball. At 
this stage of the game the champion was

opportunity. 

In the fifteenth frame De Oro made a 
break which left but a single ball away 
from the pyramid. Hueston pocketed it 
on a difficult long table shot, and then 
attempted a safety, which resulted in a 
seratch. De Oro played safe, and Hues- 
ton, as a l@st resort, made a bold attempt 
to solve a complicated combination. His 
judgment on this play was faulty, for 
the balt he named was pushed out of its 
courfe on a kiss.

Thousands Invested Their Money 
In His Visionary Schemes and 
Got Nothing in Return. 








DIED IN SPRINGFIELD, MASS. 





His Career Remarkable for the Fact 
That He Rarely Got Into the 
Toils of the Law. 





Edward Joel Pennington, with a long 
end checkered career, was buried on Tues- 
day at Springfield, Mass. News of his 
death on Sunday had reached this city, but 
it was not at first entirely credited, be- 
cause there have been several rumors of 
Venningtcn’s death lately. AS early as 
eb. 8 a paper published in the section of 
indiana frem which he came announced 
his death, calling him ‘‘an erratic ypenius 
“ho perhaps lived too soon.,’’ 

Definite confirmation of his end was 
obtained from Springfield last night. He 
died In q hospital in that city. He had 
fallen in the street and fractured his 
nose the week previously. The immediate 
cause of death was meningitis. He leaves 
u widow and a daughter by his last mar- 
riage. 

Pennington went to Springfield last Fall. 
said that he was an inventor of inter- 
national reputation and was trying to 
promote an airship scheol in that city. 


tie also said that a local motor cycle 
company owed him $500,000 in royalties.

career of Pennington 
been one of wild adventures 
** pet-rich-quick’’ variety. From 
Gay when he founded a wooden 
pulley factory on $5,000 capital advanced 
—but never recovered—by a truckman, 
through the period when he peddled tke 
factory from one town to another, al- 
ways profiting by the ehange, though the 
townspeople lost, up to the final venture 
two years ago, when he came to New 
York and actually got weil-known finan- 
ciers to subscribe to the incorporation of 


a $50,000,000 concern to manufacture air- 
ships 1,250 feet in ‘length, capable of 
making 9,000 miles in a single voyage, his 
plans, success, and lavish manner of liv- 
ing made him seem like a character out 
of the Arabian Nights. 

But thera are whole towns in the Mid- 
die West whose inhabitants have not the 
slightest doubt that he was a very real 
person. His schemes of the Col, Sellers 
brand left scores of them both poorer and 
wiser. By not a few of those who were 
caught in his operations he was calied 
a remarkable confidence man. But in 
spite of his schemes he was always able 
to keep out of prison except in rare in- 
glances. 

A great deal of the amazing power he 
had over men was traceable to his en- 
gaging manners and impressive personal 
appearance. He was 6 teet 2 inches in 
height and built in proportion, He always 
dressed in a black or gray frock coat. 
There was hardly an office boy alive who 
would have dared to stop him on his way 
into an office, and private secretaries 
were easy game for him. He was equally 
successful in fooling their emplovers. 

In the case of his $50,000,000 airship ven- 
ture he was able to fool the technical ex- 
pert of ene of the largest shipbuilders in 
this country, who is himself an engineer, 
so that he believed in the practicability 
of the airship and seconded his employ- 
er’s offer of the facilities of his yards 
for construction work. Another financier 
of note had gone into the scheme and was 
prepared to hand him a check for a large 
amount on the very day the_promoter's 
record was exposed in THE NEW YorRK 
Times. The scheme fell flat. 


His Crowning Effort. 


This project was the crowning effort of 
his career, The proposed Aerial Transit 
Company never came to anything. Pen- 
nington brought a $1,000,000 libel suit, 
which was thrown out of court. There- 
after he apparently withdrew from the 
field of financial exploitation, During the 


intervening two years he dropped out of 
sight completely, and nothing had been 
heard of him until a lawyer, who had 
once been his attorney, received word yves- 
terday from his wife that he had died at 
Springfield, Mass. 

Pennington was born at Moore’s Hill, 
Ind., in 1838. His father was a black- 
smith and an itinerant Baptist preacher. 
In 1880 he ran away with Mary Butler 
and they were married. Before this he 
had gone to Cincinnati, where he obtained 
a place in a large machine shop as a pat- 
tern maker. There he got a slight ac- 
qvuaintance with machinery, which he aft- 
erward used as a basis for many so-called 
inventions, the patents of which were the 
bait. for most of his investors. 

He had little technieal knowledge, and 
at one trial he could not tell the court 
the difference between a square foot and 
a cubic foot. But his firet employer said, 
after his exploits got out, that he had an 
instinctive knowledge that would have 
commanded a large salary with any large 
concern. 

While In Cincinnati Pennington met a 
truckman who had saved $5,000. He in- 
duced him to enter a partnership in a 
machine business, and the upshot was 
that at the end of less than two years 
Pennington absorbed all the capital and 
his partner went back to his trucks. Pen- 
nington went back to Moore's Hill and 
founded the Standard Manufacturing 
Company in 1887. Then began his real 
Miventures in high finance. The factory 
did not pay. One day he went to the 
neighboring town of Edinburgh. He 
calleg@ on the President of the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

‘Your town has the greatest chance 
in its history to make its fortune,’ he 
suid. ‘*‘I want you to call a meeting of 
your principal citizens and I will address 
them.” 

The banker, much impressed, got to- 
gether the best men of the town and then 
. Pennington told them how he had a fac- 
tory which couldn’t keep up with the or- 
ders for patent wooden pulleys he man- 
ufactured. He was such a convincin 
talker that they made up a committee o 

three to visit his factory. 

When the committee got to the factory 
&moke was pouring from all the stacks 
and there was a feverish rush and bustle 
everywhere, While the committee was in 
the office a boy came in and dumped a 
hig mail bag full of supposed orders on 
rhe desk. The committee did not wait to 
‘investigate the orders, but hurried back 
home. About that time natural gas was 
disecvered in Indiana and the residents 
of Edinburgh thought the towns in the 
sas belt would all become rich manufact- 
uring cities. An affidavit of a citizen of 
the town says that every one rushed to

A Nomadic Factory. 

Pennington soon got complete control of 
the concern. BY and by the citizens found 
out that there was nothing ferthcoming 
in the way of dividends. Pennington 
thereupon went to another town, this 
.4me Mount Carmel. He saw some of the 
€ foremost citizens and proposed to add to 


his plant the manufacture:of autemobiles 
and airships, all built on ‘“‘ the Penning- 
ton patents,’ and bring the.enterprise to 
their town. He formed another company 
aud the factory was moved to Mount 
(armel. 

‘or this venture bonds amounting to 
£100 000 were issued. Pennington got half 
of this issue and realized on them through 
a local banker, who discounted them. 
But in their rush to get rich the Mount 
Carmelites date@qd the bonds one day be- 
fore the certificate of incorporation was 
issued. The Edinburghers had taken up 
the ¢ther $56,000 ot bonds and these were 
ecclared a forgery when the matter was 
taken to the courts, a lawyer having 
changed the date to make them tally with 
the certificate, and the Edinburgh invest- 
ors could not realize on them. 

Penningion began toe braneh out then. 
He got possession of a large semi-public 
building. He had lithographs made of this 
and wrote to about 200 distillers over the 
ecuntry, saving he had a saniiarium there 
in which he was exploiting a dyspepsia 
cure whose main ingredient was whisky. 
He gave big orders. When these came 
they were never even unloaded, but were 


sent through to St. Louis and sold there. 
He was indicted for this act, but the case 
was settled. Throughout his career, when- 
ever he was caught he managed to get 
the money to settle the case, 

Mount Carmel became too restricted @ 
field for him at last, and he began to ex- 
tend his operations. He organized com- 
panies to exploit traction companies, this 
time on a ** Pennington patent ’’ monorail. 
One line was to make 100 miles an heur 
between Chicago and Cleveland, and an- 
other was built on paper between Chicago 
and Marion, Ind. It cost the people of 
Fort Wayne $125,000 to find out about 
these schemes. At Oswego, Kansas, he 
Started a company to build freight cle- 
vators capitalized at $1,000,000. He used 
these schemes and others, such as auto- 
mobile and machine companies, at Circle- 
Ville, Chillicethe, Defiance, and other Ohio 
towns, 

Pennington visited 
Cleveland in 1904. He leased a booth for 
an exhibit of the Cleveland Motor Com- 
pany, which among other things was to 
make a motor baby carriage and put a 
motor boat of his Racine Boat Company 
on the canal. He hired a fine suite for 
himself and wife at the principal hotel 
and entertained lavishly. He gave four 
checks, on each vf which he collected 
some cash, in payment for his hotel bills, 
and just before they came back as worth- 
less he got away. To this day it is a mys-

What an Undertaker Got. 


It was in Cleveland, on another visit, 
that his second wife—a divorced woman, 
on whose account his first wife had di- 
vorced him—died, He went to a lithog- 
rapher he had’ swindled out of $5,000, 
who had promised to shoot him on sight, 
and persuaded him to allow him to put 
his wife’s coffin in the latter’s family 
vault temporarily. Then he ordered an 
expensive coffin for her and she was 
buried. Within a few hours he had mar- 
ried another woman. The undertaker got 
nothing but the silver plates from the cof- 
fin, which he went into the vault and 
ripped off. 

On another occasion he went into the 
office of another man who had also 
threatened violence after heing swindled, 
and got this man to give him $50,000, for 
which he never got anything but another 
chance to breath vengeance. 

After his wife’s death in Cleveland he 
went to Pittsburg with two women known 
as Katherine Sherman and Mattie Lamar, 
the latter passing as his wife. They were 
arrested later in St. Louis for defrauding 
*® woman there out of $1,000. The Lamar 
woman had obtained from Col. Roose- 
velt a letter commending her scheme of 
collecting money for a newsboys’ home 
to be built in Pittsburg While there 
Mattie Lamar was il! and went to the 
Passavant Hospital. When she was dis- 
charged the trio announced that they 
would collect money for a new hospital 
out of gratitude for her recovery. They 
sot credentials and collected a large sum 
leaving Pittsburg owing a large bill t¢ 
the Passavant Hospital. 

Pennington was in England for several 
years and worked his automobile and 
aerial schemes there. With his British 
Aerial War Syndicate he is said to have 
interested the Government. He was pro- 
gressing well and had got half a million 
from the London Motor Company, 
fid., when a company organized for 
£400,000 got him into difficulties with 
the head of the Humber Bicycle Com- 
pany and he was forced into the Bank- 
ruptey Court. A publishing company and 
even a firm on the Isle of Man appeared 
against him. He left England suddenly. 
The head of the bicycle company came 
to this country, only to find that there 
was nothing on which he could base a 
criminal proceeding. 

Pennington also tried all his schemes in 
Toronto and Montreal. Comparatively 
little is known of his life after he left 
New York two years ago on the failure 
of his $50,000,000 aerial company result- 
ing from the exposure, 


DUMMY MAXSON PUT OUT.

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ACCUSER MISSING 
IN MATTEAWAN GASE 


Galbraith Fails to Appear Against 





Keeper Riley, Accused of 
Manslaughter. 





THAW BEHIND 


CHARGES? 





Prisoner’s Counsel Tries to Show His 
influence in the Exposures-—Insane 
Patients to be Questioned. 





George Galbraith, the Matteawan at- 
tendant on whose testimony Daniel Riley, 
another attendant, was held for examina- 
tion on a churge of manslaughter in the 
first degree in connection with the death 
of John J. Nugent, a patient, failed to 
appear yesterday when the examination 
began before County Judge Hasbrouck at 
Poughkeepsi>. Galbraith sent a telegram 
from New Rochelle, where he formerly 
lived. to his attorney, John J. Donnelly of 
Fishkill Landing, saying that he would be 
unable to be in court yesterday as he had 
been sick for two days. 

Judge Hasbrouck at once forfeited the 
bond of $150 under which Galbraith had 
been held ag a material witness and is- 
sued an attachment for his arrest. Dis- 
trict Attorney Mack telephoned to the 
police at New Rochelle to arrect Gal- 
braith, but they had found no trace of 
him up to midnight. 

Galbraith was the only witness against 
Riley whose evidence had been’ given, but 
Norman A. Lees, the former inmate of 
the asylum who has been active in ob- 
taining the liberation of other patients, 
gave in court the names of five patients 
and one other attendant who, he was in- 
formed, could give corroborative testi- 
mony as to the alleged ‘‘ kneeing’’ of 
Nugent by Riley. Mr. Lees had with- 
held these names. heretofore, on the 
ground that he feared the witnesses 
might be tampered with if their names 
were known. District Attorney Mack ob- 
tained from Dr. Amos T. Baker, Assist- 
ant Superintendent of the asylum, who 
was in attendance, his promise that noth- 
ing would be said 
the asylum until they had been inter- 
viewed by Mr. Mack. The District At- 
torney said he would go to the asylum 
and find out what they knew about Nu- 
gent’s death. 

The proceedings vesterday were enliv- 
ened by attempts by Riley's counsel, ex- 
District Attorney George Wood. to show 
that recent attacks on the management of 
the Matteawan Asylum, including the 
charge that Nugent’s deaih was due to 
violence, really emanated from Harry K.

Some of the persons back of 
him, he said, had requested him not to 
mention them, and he knew nothing about 
the Nugent case of his own knowledge. 
Judge Hasbrouck sustained Mr. Lees's 
objection.

Mr. Wood tried to con- 
nect Dr. H. 8S. Bontecou with Thaw 
through Mr. Lees or John J. Donnelly. 
Dr. Bontecou performed the first autopsy 
on Nugent’s body and found death due to 
an arterial rupture caused by external 
violence. He had testified in the morning 
that Donnelly, who is Galbraith’s lawver, 
paid him for making a statement reciting 
the facts and giving his opinion as to how 
Nugent died. Dr. Bontecou had said that 
he got $50 for this, and that the first 
payment of $25 was made bv Donnelly. 
He did not recall who paid the other $25, 
but in the afternoon said he had been re- 
minded that it was paid by Lees. 

“What, the reporter for the London 

apers?’’ exclaimed Mr. Wood. ‘ Was 
ne able to pay you &25?”’ 

**T don’t know whether he was able to 
or not,’ said Dr. Bontecou. ‘“ He paid it; 
that’s all I know about it.’’ 

Mr. Wood tried to get Dr. Bonteecou to 
admit that his opinion, at variance with 
that of five other phvsicians in the case, 
was due to his receiving money from Don- 
ielly and Lees, but Dr. Bontecou denied 
this, and said he had taken a personal 
interest in the matter hecause he knew of 
evidence that Nugent was ‘“ kneed”’ in- 
steafi of dying of heart disease, as the 
other doctors held. In this he referred to 
the affidayit made some time ago by 
Galbraith for his lawyer, Donnelly, who 
has refused to give it up because of the 
confidential relations between attorney 
and client. Dr. Bontecou said he had 
other information, but would not give the 
names of his informants, and Mr. Wood 
would not let him testify as to what 
they had told him. 

“You know that Donnelly has heen em- 
ployed by somebody antagonistic to the 
hospital, don’t you, and Lees also?’’ Mr. 
Wood asked. and Dr. Bontecou sald he 
did. He said J.ees did not tell him where 
he got the nioney paid to him. 

‘‘ fFiave you any doubt as to the source 
of this money?’ asked Mr. Wood. 

“JT have an opinion, but that ts all,’’ 
said Dr. Bontecou. ‘‘And I refuse to 
state my opinion.’’ 

Mr. Lees took the stand to correct the 
testimony of Dr. Bontecou, and both then 
agreed that Leees had not paid Bontecou

euse, but had paid him $100 for examining 
Mary Mullen and Myrtle Lapp, two Mat- 
eawan inmates whom Mr. Lees has 
brought into court on writs of haheas 
corpus and the former of whom has been 
released. Lees said this was the extent 
of his financial dealings with Bontecou 
and Bontecou said he had been mistaken 
in his testimony. 

Donnelly, while on the stand, said he 
had paid Dr. Bontecou the $40 out of 
his own pocket. that it had not heen re- 
funded and that nobody had promised to 
refund it. He said he had spent more 
than that in his investigation of mat- 
ters affecting Matteawan, without hope 
of repayment. 

Mr. Donnelly was first asked about the 
Galbraith affidavit, which he had been 
subpoenaed to bring with him. He had 
not done so. 

‘“‘Have you an affidavit signed by 
Galbraith?” he was asked. 

*“T refuse to answer.” he said. “If [ 
should answer it would mean that Gal- 
braith would be held for perjury.’ Gal- 
braith has repeatedly sworn that he made 
no such affidavit. 

“Who else did you represent besides 
Galbraith?’’ Mr. Donnelly was asked. He 
said he represented nobody else. Judge 
Hasbrouck triei to induce Donnelly to 
produce the affidavit, but he clung to his 
contention that if he did so ‘‘ Galbraith 
would be up for perjury.” 

Dr. Bortecou then testified that Don- 
nelly had told him that the affidavit was 
Galbraith, and that it stated 
how, where, and when Nugent was 
‘“‘kneed.’” When Galbraith was called be- 
fore Judge Hasbrouck a week ago Satur- 
day he told practically the same story 
the affidavit was said to contain, but 
eereuee to deny having made the affi- 
avit. 

Most of the day yesterday was given 
up to medical testimony. Dr. Boentecou 
brought in two pig’s hearts, which had 
been placed in formaldehyde; and a calf’s 
heart in its natural state. This was to 
show that the thickening and hardening 
of the vaives of Nugent’s heart. as found 
at the second auiopsy, were caused by the 
embalming fluid, and did net indicate 
heart disease scrious enough te have

these witnesses at 
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caused death. These exhibits, however, 
did not show adhesions of the aortic 

ralves, which were found by Dr. Otto H. 
Schultze and Dr. J. W. Poucher, but’ 
which Dr. Bontecou was not sure existed, 
although he was present at the second 
autopsy. 

This autopsy. which was made two 
weeks amd a half after the first, was per- 
formed at Calvary Cemetery in Long Isl- 
and City by Dr. Schultze, who is a Cor- 
oner’s physician and Assistant Professor 
of Pathological Anatomy at the Cornell 
Medical College in this city. He testified 
that Nugent’s death was clearly due to 
heart disease, and that the arterial rup- 
ture found by Dr. Bontecou at the first 
autopsy was caused by tearing the artery 
out of the body. The artery <dtself was 
produced, and Dr. Schultze cut it open on 
the witness stand and demonstrated its 
condition to support his contention, Dis- 
trict Attorney Mack took him out of the 
witness stand, placed his hands on the 
doctor’s shoulders, and pushed his knee 
against his abdomen. 

“Could the artery have been ruptured 
in this manner—by ‘ kneeing’ ’’? he asked. 
Dr. Schultze said it could not, and that it 
could not have been ruptured by any ex- 
ternal force. He also declared it had not 
been ruptured before death. Dr. Bontecou 
was then permitted to cross-examine Dr. 
Schultze, but brought out nothing im- 
portant. 

Dr. Poucher, also present at the second 
autopsy, gave testimony agreeing with 
that of Dr. Schultze. 

Dr. Herman F. May, assistant physician 
at the Matteawan Asvlum, testified that 
he aided Dr. Bontecou at the first au- 
topsy and joined in the report that death 
was due to arterial rupture. He said the 
heart was found normal at that time and 
he didn’t notice any adhesion of the 
aortic valves. He said he was now con- 
vinced that the arterial rupture was not 
the cause of death. Under cross-examina- 
tion by the District Attorney Dr. May 
said he had read and signed the report 
prepared by Dr. Bontecou and believed it 
was correct at the time. He admitted 
that he had not seen the body since, but 
said ‘*‘mature deliberation and better 
gaa ’” had caused him to change his 
mina. 

‘What is your opinion now as to the 
cause of death” he was asked. 

“fT have none,” he replied. ; 

The examination was adjourned until 
next Thursday, with the understanding 
that if Galbraith was found and taken 
into custody sooner tt would proceed on a 
day’s notice. 





Bissell New Lunacy Commissloner, 


ALBANY, March 9.—Herbert P. Bis- 
sell of East Aurora, Erie County, who 
was Permanent Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention at Rochester last 
Fall, will be the new member of the 
State Commission in lunacy, to succeed 
Sheldon TT.

LEWIS DEFEATS BURKE. 


Sallor Clinches Hard and Often and 
Escapes Knockout. 


Willie Lewis, the New York middle 
weight, defeated Sallor Burke of Brook- 
lvn in the main event of the rounds be- 
fore the Whirlwind A. C. at the Clermont 
Avenue Rink in Brooklyn last night. 'The 
early part of the bout was marked by so 
much clinching and consequent slow work 
on the part of both fighters that the 
crowd, which filled the big rink, repeat- 
edly showed its disapproval by hissing the 
men. 

In the last five rounds there was more 
fighting, and Lewis led practically all the 
way. He used a right swing as Burke 
rushed in, and landed at will on the sail- 
or. On a few occasions it seemed as if 
the sailor was due to pick out a familiar 
spot on the canvas, but he managed to 
weather the, storm, and remained on his 
feet to the finish. 

There was an argument before the men 
began to fight as to whether or not they 
would break clean at the order of the 
Referee, and the crowd called for action. 
At the bell Burke tore in as if to make 
short work of Lewis. They clinched 
throughout the round, refusing to break 
until the Referee went between them. 
Burke did the forcing and was entitled to 


anw honors which the round afforded. 
Burke continued to force the going at 
the beginning of the second round, and 
there was more unnecessary clinching, 
reuiring hard work by the Referee. 

Lewis assumed the aggressive and land- 
ed some hard blows after which Burke 
threw him to the floor from a clinch. 
The latter part of the round was siow, 
and when Burke stopped in wWewis’s ecr- 
ner to talk the crowd hissed. It was 
Lewis’s round. 

Both heeled with their gloves in the 
third round and were hissed again, Lewis 
landed terrific rights and lefts to Burke's 
head, and there was more clinching, 
Lewis landed several hard blows in the 
open fightfhe,. and Burke pounded hard 
in the clinches. It was Lewis's rou..d. 

Lewis lande@d at will on Burke's face 
early in the fourth round without getting 
a return, but later Sailor Burke handed 
out a stiff right swing which staggered 
the New York bov. There was too nruach 
clinching again, and the Referee worked 
harder than either fighter. The big 
crowd showed its disapproval when the 
bell rang. 

Lewis handed the sailor a few hard 
wallops at the beginning of the fifth ses- 
sion, and the tar did the muciiage act for 
the remainder of the round. 

Referee Lewis had a hard time trving 
to separate them, and almost gave up in 
despair. When the bell rang they went 
into a mix-up and showed more real ac- 
tion before being separated than at any 
previous time during the fight. 

In the sixth round Sailor clung like a 
grapevine when he was not taking stag- 
gering wallops on the jaw. On two or 
three occasions it seemed that Lewis had 
the tar on the way to the mat, but 
Burke's superior strength saved him. The 
fighting was a big improvement on the 
earlier rounds. 

The seventh round belonged to Lewis all 
the way. He jabbed and swung to the 
Sailor’s jaw and KHurke again started in 
a clinging act. Just before the bell 
Sailor rushed wildiv at Lewis and with 
the help of a swing went through the 
ropes and hung suspended like a fack- 
knife over the centre rope, his feet Inside 
the ring and Kis head on the outside. 

In the eighth session Lewis again held 
the lead, although Sailor led in two hard 
exchanges. Lewis apparently did not try 
to fight while the Sailor was pounding 
away. 

More clinching like that of the early 
rounds marked the ninth, in which Lewis 
got over the greater part of the few 
clean blows delivered. 

The tenth was a repetition of the ninth, 
Burke continued to rush after the New 
Yorker, but was severely punished. 

The semi-final was a ten-round special 
for ‘‘ white hopes.’ The principals were 
Frank Moran of Pittsburg, who has had 
quite a little experience in the ring, and 
Palgar, the former amateur, who is 
just making his début in the professional 
ranks. Both are bona fide heavy weights, 
a there was little in their performance 
last night to indicate that they will ever 
reach the finals in the elimination of 
™ white hopes.’ The tide of battle turned 
constantly with one round in favor of 
Palzar and the next in favor of Moran. 
At the finish neither had a lead big 
enough to entitle him to a verdict. Moran's 
work was so slow Oo be disappointing 
and Palzar while willing was not skille 
enough to follow up what few advantages 
he had. At times Moran seemed to take 
the fight as a joke, but there were other 
times when Palzar’s wallops made him 
look decidedly serious. Two or tittree times 
Moran was groggy from Palzar’s punches, 
and the same was true for the ex-ama- 
teur. In the fifth round Palzar was 
floored and was glad to take the count 
of nine. In the ninth round Moran went 
down partly from a blow and partly from 
the slippery floor, and he turned a com- 
plete back somersault before getting up.

Some holders of the United States 8 per 
cent. bonds, which became payable at the 
option of the Government in 1908, but 
which do not mature until 1918, have 
given some thought to the possibility that 
the Treasury might seek to retire some 
of these bonds without taking up the en- 
tire issue. 
of these bonds has lately been suggested 
as a possibility in connection with the!

It! is 
being inferred from this in some quarters 
that any part of the issue might be paid 
off if the Treasury chose. Others, how- 
ever, hold the view that the issue can be 
paid off only as a whole. The reason a 
partial retirement of the issue is not re- 
garded with satisfaction is that a partial 
retirement would cause a loss of the pre- 
mium on the bonds to those holders 
whose bonds might be called. This, it is 
thought, would be an unjust discrimina- 
tion between the holders whose bonds 
were called and those who were allowed 
to keep their bonds. The fact that these

How Bonds Might Be Paid. 

There are $77,135,300 of these 3s of 1908- 
18 outstanding. In the present position of 
the Treasury it is out of the question for 
the Government to pay off this amount of 
bonds out of its current income, and .ue 
apparent futility of using the proceeds of 
the proposed issue of 8 per cent. non- 
circulation bonds to pay off these out- 
standing 8 per cents seems to bar the 
likelihood of that step being taken. It 
is thought possible, however, that, with 
the extension of the postal savings bank 
system, it may be found desirable to call 
in these outstanding 3s and then issue 24, 
per cent. Government bonds to _ the 
Trustees of the postal savings bank 
funds. This would get the optional pay- 
ment bonds out of the way and at the 
same time would effect a saving of one- 
half of 1 per cent. on the amount of the 
bonds retired. It is this possibility rather 
than the chance of the Government ap- 
plying any current income to the paying 
off of these outstanding 3s that makcs 
some of the holders of the bonds anxious 
for an authoritative statement from 
Treasury sources regarding the possibility 
of part of the issue being retired without 
the whole issue being called for payment. 
The opinion was expressed in some quar- 
ters of the Government bond market yes- 
terday that, as a matter of fact, the call- 
ing of any part of the issue would prob- 
ably result in a decline in the remainder 
of the issue to par or to very close to 
that figure.

English Bank Rate Reduced. 


For the third time since the beginning 
of this year the Bank of England reduced 
its minimum rate of discount yesterday. 
This reduction amounts to one-half of 1 
per cent. and brings the rate down to 3 
per cent., compared with the 4% per cent. 
rate charged at the close of 1910. Twice 
in 1910 the rate stood at 83 per cent — 
from Feb. 10 to March 17, and again from 
June 9 to Sept. 29. Only twice in the last 
six years has the rate gone below 8 per 
cent—once in the case of the 2% per cent. 
rate fixed on May 28, 1908, and which 
was maintained until Jan. 14, 1909, and 
@gain between April 1 and Oct. 7, 1908. A 
decline in the Bank of England rate was 
foreshadowed by the decline in private 
discounts, but yesterday the tone of these 
open market rates was firmer than it had 
been in advance of the reduction in the 
official rate. The possible effect of the 
lower rate upon the large amount of 
funds now to the oredit of American 
bankers in the European markets was one 
of the points discussed in connection with 
yesterday's further reduction in the offi- 
otal rate.

STRUGGLE MAY REACH COURT

A renewal of the contest for con- 
trol of the Missourt Pacific Railway, 
which presumably had been settled by the 
agreement between George J. Gould and 
the Kuhn, Loeb & Co.-Rockefeller group, 
is threatened as a result of misunder-

From  informa- 
tian. in other quarters is known that 
the tbanking interests concerned in the 
situation are satisfied that Frank J. 
Gould is aiding the Baltimore committee. 
Some suspect that in this Frank J. Gould 
is acting with the approval of his brother

Importance is given to this Baltimore 
movement by the statement made yester- 
day by George S. Graham, a member of 
the Proxy Committee, that it already had 
enouzh proxies to elect one Director, and 
that: it looked as if before the meeting 
the committee would have enough proxies 
to elect two of the Directors. Were these 
two ‘places filled by men who would co- 
operate with the Goulds against the 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.-Rockefeller interests, 
the ‘latter might find themselves in a 
minority position in the new board. 

It is this possibility which gives signifi- 
cance to the position which this Balti- 
more committee holds in the Missouri 
Pacific situation, and which may force a 
renewal of the open fight for control of 
the proxies. It is understood that a 
large number of proxies have gone to 
George J. Gould which would not have 
gone to him in the absence of the agree- 
ment between him and the. banking inter- 
ests. The annual meeting is now so near 
at hand that it is believed that the only 
effective way to prevent the carrving out 
of any plan by the Goulds to block the 
fulfillment of the recent agreement wouid 
be an injunction against the holding of 
the meeting and its postponement by this 
means until the banking ipterests had an 
opportunity to gather in pyexies to assure 
their domination at the meeting. 

There are those, however, who incline 
to the belief that some less drastic means 
of dealing with the situation may be 
found, and that the pressure which 
proved effective in bringing about the 
original agreement will again be success- 
fully exerted to compel the carrying out 
of the agreement upon readjustment of 
the Missouri Pacific board 

Not the least interesting phase of this 
new turn in Missouri Pacific affairs is 
the information that George J. Gould is | 
deing urged by a number of his lieuten- 
ants in the Missouri Pacific to reconsider 
his agreement to give up 
property. Some of these men, 
realize that they are most likely to be 
dropped by the new management, and 
they are anxious, therefore, to break up 
the agreement under the terms of which 
the Kuhn.

This letter is written as an informal re- 
quest for the removal of the Borough Presi- 
dent under the statutory provisions which 
may apply thereto, but it {is the intention of 
this club to make such ‘application to you 
if relief cannot be obtained otherwise. 

At the present time this letter is written 
to you as the Chief Executive of he State, 
represening the people of the entiree State, 
hoping that some attention given to this 
subject by you may result in sufficient ac- 
tivity on the part of the local officials to 
bring about a repair of the streets which 
this club and other citizens heretofore have 
been unable to accomplish.
